GIRLS VISIT WRECKED BUILDING, 


Overcome by Emotion They Talk of Kitty 
5 Landgraft's Fate. 

Drawn by habit and a curiosity that was 
stimulated by concern for their friends, about 
fifty of the young Women employed by the 
burned-out firms gathered in front of the dis- 
mantled buildings early yesterday morning. 
They reported at about the same hour they 
were accustomed to go to work, and the 
changed situation, notwithstanding the 
terrible experience which some had had, 
seemed hard tor them to realize. It was the 
first each girl had seen of the others since 
they scattered in panic the day before, and 
their bearing under swiftly changing emo. 
tions was pathetic. Two girls would embrace 
at meeting and mingle tears with hysterical 
laughter. Then they fell to repeating the 
story of their escapes in rapid talk and 
broken sentences. 

** Dear me, Bess, I never expected to see you 
alive again, said a young woman to the girl 
who worked beside her. I thought you had 
been killed and could hardly believe it when 
your name did not appear in the papers this 
morning. 

“©, that was good of you to worry about 
me, said the one addressed, but I got down 
the elevator—but wasn’t it terrible about 
poor Kitty Landgraft——’’ 

At mention of that name the giris all broke 
down and cried. Perhaps in the midst of 
this distress their tears would be mingled 
with a mockery of laughter that told too weli 
of their nervous strain and exhaustion. 

Sympathy of the girle from A. Stein & 
Co.’s shop for the family of their dead 
friend led them to hold a meet- 
ing to devise some plan of relief, 
Appealing to Mr. Stein, he told them to meet 
for a half hour at office of the Deane Steam 
Pump works in Van Buren street. The story 
of Kitty Landgraft's [rightful leap, her vir- 
tues as a companion, and her devotion to her 
destitute parents and five littie brothers and 
sisters were told over and over. Each one 
seemed unable to tell all the good she knew 
about the dead girl. Her father, Philip Land- 
graft, it was told, has been out of work some 
weeks and the family had beon dependent, on 
the daughter's earnings. It was agreed 
to start a subscription for the 
family, which Mr. Stein will handle. He 
started it with 620 and a similar sum was 
given by Kuh, Nathan & Fischer. The girls 
gave according to their means gand will see 
that the bruised body of their companion is 
given affectionate care ana burial. 

Nellie Turner, the second girl who jumped 
from a window, and who was caught by a po- 
licemah and a fireman, was also remembered 
by a troop of her acquaintances at her 
home, No. 200 North Center avenue. A 
dozen callers gathered at her bedside and re- 
peated their tales of harrowing experiences 
and laughed in tears that Neilie was saved 
and will likely recover. If she is not hurt in- 
ternally Miss Turner has a good chance for 

etting well. To Mr. Stern, her employer, 
Nellie told her story. 

“IT don’t remember anything after leaving 
the window.“ she said. ‘The smoke was 
dreadful in the hallway and I thought I should 
— But when I got on the window there 
was a breathing chance, and I began to re- 
cover my senses. I saw a ladder and reached 
out for it. I guess I fell, but I don’t know, 
for I can remember nothi further until I 
found myself here in bed. f ink I will get 
well in.“ 

Rumors in he morning that Miss Turner 
was dying were unfounaed, 

Hattie Ray was seen at her home last night, 
No. 268 West Eighteeeth street, and beyond 
nervows strain was not injured. . Reports 
about my hair getting burned were unfound- 
ed,” said she, and I have been around 
among ali the girls today and*find, them all 
well but still laboring under unconfrollable 
excitement. Except for Kitty Landgraft, 
who was instantly killed, and Nellie Turner, 
only slightly tujured, it is hoped none of 
them are injured. But all had frightful ex- 
periences and their nerves will not soon re. 
cover. 

Agnes McLean perhaps had a frightful e:- 
cape, although she came out unscathed. She 
was dropped down from the fifth story win- 
dow into the arms of a big fireman five feet 
below, who stood at the end of a ladder. He 
passed her on to others. The child was so 
trightened when she recalled her experience 
yesterday that she could tell of nothing but 
smoke and ladders, 

Miss Agnes O’Neiil, one of the forewomen, 


is given much credit for her presence of 


mind in calming the giris of her department. 
She met Harry Neil in a choking hallway and 
led him to a window, from which he tumbled 
in trying to catch Kitty Landgraft. 

There was a pathetic story about the 
Keidel sisters,” said Miss O'Neill. When 
we came to hand them down to the ladder 
neither would go, each insisting that the other 
be saved firet. In our haste we turned to otb- 
ers. Then Susie Keidel jumped, and we sup- 
posed she was dead, but somebody caught her 
on the sidewalk.”’

ILLINOIS MEMBERS WILL BE WELL 
PLACED ON COMMITTEES. 


Coming Speaker Partial to the Chicago 
Representatives — Custodian, Bailey 
Acted Without Authority — Senator 
Thurston's Plans for the Settlement of 
the Union Pacific Difficulties«How the 
President and His Officers Will Spend 
Thanksgiving. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—[Special.]— 
In making up his list of committees Speaker 
Reed will be confronted by an unusual condi- 
taon of affairs which is certain to result in up- 
setting many of the old theories, 

Under the traditions of the House of Rep- 
resentatives members once appointed on a 
committee gradually work their way upward 
by virtue of long service until they reach the 
Chairmanship. Hence old members of the 
House are tenacious of their rank on a com- 
mittee, and will fight vigorously fora place 
as No. 3 or 4. when as a matter of fact all 
but the Chairman have the same rank. 

Were Mr. Reed to follow the traditions and 
appoint the men as Chairmen who were at the 
head of the minority in each committee in 
the last Congress he would be in hot water at 


once. 

The curious condition which confronts him 
is that the Kepublicans have not been in con- 
trol of the House Por two Congresses, but the 
usual .changes in ‘representation have oc- 
eurred, So it happens that of the 244 mem- 
bers of the House which will convenea week 
from Monday only 105 were in the last Con- 
gress. ;

This would be bad enough. but it is also dis- 
covered on examination that less than two 
score of these reélected members have had 
any experience on constructive legislation. 
The rest were minority members, and do not 
date back to the days of a Kepublican major- 
ity. Of this two score mauy were then new 
to the work, and it is estimated that not twen- 
ty-five members of the present House have 
had practical experience in originating and 
controlling leg.siation. 

The resuit must inevitably be that Speaker 
Reed wili be forced to draw on the new mate- 
rial and take his chances.

Chicago will be handicapped by the fact 
that of the seven men credited to the city 
on y one has had any practical experience, 

Representative J. Frank Aidrich of the First 
District, who comes back for his second term 
with the prestige of 21.000 majority back of 
him, is generaily slated for a gool Chair- 
manship. He naturally stands low on the 
list of the District of Columbia and the Coin- 
age commi itees, of both of which he was a 
member in the last House. On most of the 
slates, however, he has been put down as 
Chairman of the District committee, one of 
the best appointments in the House.

cock of Wisconsin. 

Aldrich will prébably retain his member- 
ship on the Coinage committee, and in ad- 
dition will get some other assignment. If he 
fails to reach the top of the District com- 
mittee he will get another chairmanship.

Speaker Reed will open his Preference 
Book next week, in which he will record 
the requests for assignments made by mem- 
bers.

“Indeed, I never forget I am a Chicago 
girl,” said Miss Engle today. 
until I was quite a girl and the city will 
always be delightful to me. I look forward 
with anxiety, in one way, to my appearance 
there, because if the people of my own na- 
tive city should not like me, it would be 
dreadful. 

“I have been studying and working all my 
life with the hope of becoming an artist. In 
fact, I'm music mad, they say. It was my 
mother’s idea that I should strive for prom- 
inent place in the musical world, and when 
she died my father placed me under the 
tuition of Mme. Celle. So I began, and sang 
in pupil concerts and those sort of things 
until Col. Mapleson heard me sing one day. 
He liked my voice and took me to San Fran- 
cisco and I sang with him for a time. 


Her First Success in London. 


That same yeur I went to England. 
not make my London début at Covent Garden 
for some months, singing altogether in the 
provinces. ‘Then I did sing in London, my 
2 pleased, and I’ve got along nicely ever 
since. 

“I have never sung on the continent yet, al- 
though I hope to another season. I was of- 
fered an engagement in Paris, but on ac- 
count of my arrangements with Sir Augus- 
tus Harris I was compelled to decline. I 
want to sing in Paris much. 

“I don’t like the role of Michaela in Car- 
men.“ Asa matter of fact, no one does, but 
I like to sing Baucis. The music is beauti- 
ful, and then one has a chance to do some- 
thing. I was in hopes that ‘Fra Diavolo’ 
would be put on, too, but Mr. Grau doesn’t 
think it would be best. I sing Zerlina in that, 
you know. : 

J love my own country as much as any 
one, but, don’t you know, I think the Amer- 
icans are more critical than the English. 
They're colder and expect more from an 
artist. This is the case particularly in the 
East. Just the same I hope to sing here 
every winter and in London or on the conti- 
nent in the summer. It seems to me that 
would be a delightful existence. 

First Years the Easiest. 

“My easiest time was the first few years 
of my career, before I realized the serious- 
ness of the life I had entered, Yes it is hard 
work; one is to sacrifice almost everything 
for it. We cannot all win, to be sure, and 
the few who attain success well deserve it. 
There is none Who would envy or decry If 
what the few had undergone in order to 
reach the goal was understood. 

think the reason that many of our gifted 
women fail to make the best of their remark- 
able possibilities is a false idea of what it 
means to win. They impulsively enter the 
profession, looking upon the actor’s life as 
a ceaseless round of pleasure, roses, and 
conquests. But the mirage does not last, 
How many merry, hopeful faces used to 
troop in the theater during that one after- 
noon a week of the London season, when the 
master critics would test thel voices. 
Scarcely one was ever encouraged. Some 
had really promising voices, too. It was piti- 
ful to see them turn away with their dreams 
shattered, to be swallowed up and lost in 
the multitude.

“Why, my supremest wish, naturally.“ 
concluded Miss Engle, Is that I should bea 
favorite with the people of my native coun- 
try. The English are so constant in their 
affections that if you are once finally es- 
tablished in their hearts, neither age, disa- 
bility or newer loves can displace. That is 
the way to beloved. If I can win that from 
the American people I shall be satisfied.” 

Miss Engle has bronze gold hair, brown 
eyes, is stately and graceful of bearing. Her 
voice is high soprano, with a compass of 
three octaves.

London, Nov. 23.—The Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
gave an interesting dinner on Tuesday in 
honor of King Khama and Sebele and Ba- 
thoen, rulers respectively of the Bakwena 
and Bangwaketsi tribes, all of the Bechuan- 
aland protectorate.

All we enjoy was born of rebellion—of 
a protest against the ruling power, not by res- 


olutions and paper ballots, but by gun and 


sword.“ 

These were the words of Clarence S. Darrow 
in his address at Central Music Hall last night. 

“To honor Washington, Franklin, Jeffer- 
son, and Paine, he went on, ve must re- 
spect the right of revolution, for which they 
so bravely pleaded and fought.” 

These and the many similar remarks scat- 
tered through Mr. Darrow’s address were ro- 
ceived with vehement applause by the Hun- 
dreds of Irish men and women who had gath- 
ered in Central Music Hail to commemorate 
the twenty-eighth anniversary of the execu- 
tion of their three fellow-countrymen, Allen, 
Larkins, and O’Brien, who were hanged in 
the Manchester city jail on Nov. 23, 1867. 

It was an enthusiastic gathering and cheered 
as loudly the Star Spangled Banner as it 
dia God Save Ireland.“ but most of all it 
avplauded Mr. Darrow’s allusion to British 
tyranny and the crushing of the poor by the 
rich all the world over. His listeners ap- 
plauded vigorously when the speaker said 
% Cuba's cause is very dear to Americans,” 
and cheered its approbation when he referred 
to the unjust imprisonment of Debs.” 
When he spoke of Charles Stuart Parnell 
and his work for Ireland the acclamations 
were louder than ever. 

Mathew P. Brady, Chairman of the meeting, 
made a short address and then followed songs 
and recitations until Mr. Darrow was intro- 
duced, At the conclusion of his remarks 
there was more vocal and instrumental music 
and the program came to a climax when W. J. 
O'Neill sang God Save Ireland.“ 


Mr. Darrow’s Address. 


Mr. Darrow spoke as follows: 

„On the 23d day of Novem er, 1867, three 
Irishmen—Allen, Larkin, and O’Brien—were 
hanged in Manchester, England. These men 
were not the first or the last Irishmen exe- 
cuted on English soil, and yet from that day 
until this the dnuiversary of their death 
has been regularly observed in every 
land where [rishmen are found, 

„The governments of all the world have 
been very slow to learn conspiracy is the 
child of tyranny and that its cure is liberty 
instead of greater despotism, In their method 
of dealing with irish societies and organs the 
English Government did only as Russia. 
Germany, France, and all other governments 
have ever done and most likely will 
ever do; they made discovery crimina, 
and then believed the disea-e was cured be- 
cause they no longer saw thesore. New York, 
New Jersey, and Chicago have often fo.lowed 
in the footsteps and precedents of the past. If 
Thomas Jefferson could return to earth I 
have no doubt many of our police inspectors 
would arrest him for using incendiary lan- 
guage, should he be caught in the act of read- 
ing the Declaration of Independence. 

“Often in these days we are told the 
highest duty is obedience to the law, and yet 
no one is so ignorant of history as not to 
know the greatest, and best, and noblest of 
the race, those men who stand forth along the 
pathway of the ages as the beacon lights that 
mark the progress of humanity. have often 
been disobedient. These men,who have often 
made the world wiser, and better, and holier, 
were ever battiing with the laws and customs 
and institutions of the world. 

Condemned, Then Worshiped. 


% These men have been ever condemned to- 
day and worshiped tomorrow. Criminals in 
one generation, saints in the next. Crowned 
in one age with thorns, and in another with 
taurel wreaths. For the world always loves 
security and peace—even the calm of death 
is better than the storm of life and thought. 
We may condemn the past, protest against the 
evils of foreign lands, laud the saints 
and martyrs of the ancient world, but woe to 
him who preciaims against the things that 
be. If his cries are loud enough his voice 
must be hushed and enother generation left 
to vindicate his name, This has been the 
universal history of the worid—the consistent 
judgment of kings and emperors, of courts and 
juries, the universal verdict from the day that 
Socrates drank the cup of hemiock until 
Debs was locked in the Woodstock jail. 

The Fenian movement was literally stran- 
gled to death on a hundred scaffo.ds and 
sinothered in a thousand dungeons; no hore 
came to Ireland again until the rising of that 
brilliant star, the dawning of that brilliant 
sun, Charles Stuart Parnell. Parne 1 found 
the Irish cause shattered and broken, scat- 
tered and impotent as the sands uj on the 
coast; by his great power and devotion he 
united these shifting fragments into a pha- 
lanx as resist ess as Ceesar’s hollow square, 

He, like O'Connell, proved his devotion to 
Ireland by his strength and courage in the 
darkest hours. Neither flattery, position, nor 
prisons could swerve him from the cause he 
loved, Would that Ireland had been as faith. 
ful to this great leader as this great leader 
was to her. Would that seme of tne thousands 
of gariands his admiring countrymen lay 
upou his tomb cou'd have been placed upon 
his brow while he could live and feel; would 
that we might call back from .the land of 
shadows this great chieftain. this devoted 
champion, this fearless patriot, and in his 
hauds piace the banner which should lead the 
Irish hosts. 

Policy of the Sword. 


** Parnell is dead, the Irish army is broken 
and scattered; as of old, the leaders are so 
busy destroying each other the common cause 
is forgotten and the field abandoned to the 
victorious hosts. In the midst of this disaster 
and defeat her friends, helpiess and hopeless, 
once more look to the sword for liberation. 
Whether this policy is wise or unwise I shall 
not duscuss tonight—it was not the policy of 
O'Connell but it was the policy of Washing- 
ton. 0 
The century is closing, the old is dy ing; 
the new, let us hope, is coming; the great 
hostile armies of Europe are no ionger kept 
to be turned against alien lands, but to shoot 
down discontentat home. Ali Europe and 
ail Asia are anxiously watching for 
the general carnage to begin; and 
when it comes who can foretell 
the end or conjecture the shape of a European 
map after the war clouds pass away? In this 
great conflict—if conflict there is to be—will 
the poor and oppressed join the armies of 
their Ki and fight their brethren of other 
lands? The workingmen of the world are 
fast learning the docirine of the brotherhood 
of man; they are joining hands regardiess 
of nation and of creed, for the eommon 

of ali; they are looking forward to that 
universal brotherhood, which has been the 
dream of the poet and the nightmare of the 
King. Iu such a catac:ysm the opportunity 
of the disinherited may come. If these low- 
ering, threatening war clouds burst, as some 
day they must and will, then Ireland may 
break the chain that holds her an unwilling 
captive to the British Power.

John W. Ela Speaks of Progress Made in 
Chicago. Pe 
St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 23.—John B. Harlow, 


recently appointed by President Cleveland 


to the Civil Service Commission, was given 
a banquet by the St. Louis Civil Service Re- 
form League tonight at the Mercantile club, 

John W. Ela of the Chicago Civil Service 
Reform League was introduced. He out- 
lined the work of the reformers in Illinois 
leading up to the passage of the State law 


and its adoption in Chicago and Cook Coun- 


ty, commended the Commissioners highly 
for their ability and closed as follows: 
“St. Louis and Chicago! The two typical 
cities of the West! Each with its distinct- 
ive individuality, both dominant factors of 
Western civilization—together the munic- 
ipal expression of the interior of this great 
Western continent. Chicago, robust, broad- 


\wauged, a little careless in the matter of 


toilet, somewhat obtrusive and self con- 
scious perhaps, but generous and good- 
natured, as the powerful always are; the 
exponent of the mighty Northwest, sover- 
eign of the unsalted seas. St. Louis, noless 
forceful and progressive because her meth- 
ods are\ciothed with the sweet courtesies of 
an older and gentler breeding; her tones not 
the less distinct and effective because they 
have been mellowed for generations in the 
soft airs from the Sunny South; the gem of 
the Mississippi Valley, the exquisite door- 
way for the inexhaustible Southwest! 

“Both these great cities have been so busy 
making history, setting up heroic’ molds, 
building large, that they have not taken the 
time to put their own business corporation— 
the city government—on a simple business 
basis. St. Louis, however, found time a 
few years ago to pay considerable atten- 
tion to her domestic machinery, so that the 
wave of reform now rolling in from the East 
finds her well in the advance. But this is 
the period of municipal renaissance, so to 
speak; the period when this species of legal- 
ized spoliation, this spoils plan upon which 
most of our city corporations are now being 
managed—a plan, which, if applied to any 
other business corporation, would, admit- 
tedly, wreck the business and ruin every in- 
terest connected with it except that of the 
operators—is getting its proper label, and is 
being eliminated as the comprehension of its 
enormity constantly grows wider, There 
are occasional slumps in this process, to be 
sure, like that in the New York City election 
a few weeks ago; but that is always a tem- 
porary matter—what our friends, the pro- 
fessors of heredity, would probably call a 
case of atavism, an isolated reversion to an 
old and vicious type. The grand trend of 
the movement is, unquestionably, forward. 

“This reform wave reached Chicago before 
any other Western city possibly because Chi- 
cago was nearer ready for it—needed it most. 
it came along the line of least resistance. 
The reform. has been splendidly inaugurated 
in Chicago. The men who are putting it 
in operation there are ideally fitted for the 
place. Its progress can be hindered, but 
its successful outcome is now beyond a 
doubt. And as surely as the sun shines, 
this infamous system of public plunder, 
which has been the béte noir of American 
public life for half a century will, all in good 
time, be relegated to its proper niche in the 
museums for historical and abnormal curi- 
osities. 

“I believe that public sentiment in St. 
Louis is in accord with the present general 
demand that all our city governments shall 
bring themselves strictly and fully under 
the civil service rules as a matter of self- 
preservation. And I venture to predict that 
long before the century closes these two 
cities, which have so long been the recog- 
nized leaders of Western thought and ac- 
complishment, will utterly reverse the pres- 
ent universal opinion as to the incompetency 
of American people to deal with the gov- 
ernment of great cities by the permanent 
establishment and successful development 
of the merit system as the basis of civic 
reform in this country.“ 


WILL GO TO FIGHT THE TURKS. 


Armenians Urged to Form an Army to 
Avenge Their Wrougs. 

The Armenians of this city and vicinity, 
according to one of their number, are 
“hopeless and desperate,“ and are actively 
promoting a movement which is said to be 
spreading over the country to enlist men to 
go to Turkey to prevent the extermination 
of their relatives and friends. This gentle- 
man, who is believed to be reliable and well 
informed, said nearly 1,000 men have al- 
ready been enlisted in Massachusetts and 
other New England States. Twenty have 
signed the roll in Chicago, and it is believed 
206 will do so. : 

A meeting is to be held in this city tomor- 
row night to make another appeal to En- 
gland to stop the massacres, and, if it is in- 
effectual, enlisting will commence in ear- 
nest. The gentleman said that the Ar- 
menians would not submit to seeing their 
fathers, mothers, and relatives exter- 
minated. They were preparing to buy arms 
and go to Turkey to fight. As to how they 
would get there, he asked how the.Cubans 
got to Cuba. 

Armenians of this city have prepared an 
appeal to their fellow-countrymen in the 
United States and will submit it to a meet- 
ing to be held this evening. The appeal is 
throughout a call to arms against the Turk 
and sets forth in detail the wrongs and out- 
rages that have been put upon a Christian 
people. In partit says: 

“Armenians, it is our duty to rise and 
strike while foreign powers hesitate. We 
must not forsake the surviving wretched 
daughters, children, and helpless men of 


our native land to the ferocity of the infuri- 


ated Turk while foreigners forsake them. 

Have we not wept long enough? Can 
the rivers of our tears appease the suffering 
ef our people at home, cure their ghastly 
wounds, restore, massacred martyrs to life, 
or snatch the swords from the hands of the 
infernal fiends who threaten our nation with 
total extermination?

E. V. DEBS AT HIS HOME. 


GIVEN A RECEPTION ON HIS RETURN 
TO TERRE HAUTE. 


He First Greets His Family and Then 
Goes to a Public Hall and Makes an 
Address to 1,500 People—Repeats 
the Bulk of His Chicago Speech and 
Attacks Judge Woods for a State- 
ment in a Recent Interview—He 
Tries to Emulate Patrick Henry. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Nov. 23.— [Special. 
Despite the rain the reception to Eugene 
Debs on his arrival home tonight was a big 
demonstration. 

It had been annnounced repeatedly it was 
his wish not to be met at the depot by a big 
crowd, because he desired to go quickly to 
his home a few blocks away. There were 
500 persons at the depot nevertheless, and 
the Miners’ Band from Coal Bluff was there 
to play Home Sweet Home,” and a hundred 
men insisted on taking Debs by the hand. 

He declined to ride in a carriage and walked 
to his residence escorted by the 500 men. 
There his aged father and mother, wife and 
sister were awaiting him. His Terre Haute 
friends were aware of the singularly affec- 
tionate relations that exist in the Debs fam- 
ily and they passed on to leave him with 
his kin. 

As he entered the house the father and 
mother clung to him, each kissing one of his 
cheeks. His brother Theodore, who had ac- 
companied him, also was embraced and the 
Debs family salute, regardless of sex, was 
prolonged and loving. 

Rain and Roman Candles, 

Meantime the members of the labor unions 
were gathering on Main street and moving 
toward the point of starting for the parade. 
But the two bands and an escort of 700 men 
proceeded with Debs direct from his resi- 
dence to the armory, abandoning the pa- 
rade. There were Roman candles in the pro- 
cession and notwithstanding the chilling 
rain the men cheered and cheered again as 
they marched to the place of mecting. 

After Debs had been admitted the doors 
were opened and in a few minutes the crowd 
that had gone ahead filled the hall standing 
jammed in close contact to the number of 
Debs was hoarse from last night’s expe- 
rience in Chicago. President Purcell of the 
United Mine-Workers of the State presided 
and his remark that they had met to wel- 
come Debs home, not from an European tour 
or a vacation ih an aristocratic resort, but 
from a jail where he had been confined by a 
Judge whose elevation to the bench was an 
“insult to good eitizenship,“ brought out 
tumultuous applause and repeated cries of 
„Shame.“ He welcomed Debs home on be- 
half of the organized miners of the State 
and also on behalf of all organized labor of 
the State. | 

When Debs came forward the cheering 
began, died down, and broke forth again 
and again. He began by saying the wel- 
come by his neighbors and friends he ap- 
preciated more than he could express. He 
came home with the proud consciousness 
they who knew him best knew that he had 
done only what he believed to be right and 
his duty. He greeted his friends as lovers 
of liberty and despisers of despotism. He 
said if Judge Woods was quoted correctly in 
an interview he said he, Debs, was mistaken 
when he had said the courts restrained men 
from striking. He maintained now the mo- 
ment they strike an injunction is issued 
against them and the next day the men are 
dragged into the presence of this same 
Judge and are sent to jail, not for a crime, 


but for an alleged contempt of court. When 


he says the courts do not restrain men from 
striking. in effect he utters a knowing and 
willful falsehood. 

Emulation of Patrick Henry. 


“If this be contempt for Judge Woods’ 
contemptible court let him make the most of 
it.“ said Debs. He, Debs, intended to assert 
his rights, tel) the truth and arraign iniquity 
in high places if his career should be ended 
in a hangman’s noose. The Federal Court 
is to be denominated as a conspiracy against 
the common people. A man cannot be a 
Federal Judge unless he is a corporation tool. 
It is an “all around shell game.“ In the 
first place, the corporations made the Judges 
and then the Judges made the corporation. 

Mr. Debs then followed closely the manu- 
script of the address prepared for the Chi- 
cago meeting. Throughout he was ap- 
mlauded at frequent intervals. His attack 
on the preachers and their congregations for 
lack of sympathy with labor elicited 
especially hearty applause. 

He spoke an hour and closed by apologiz- 
ing for his hoarseness. Then cheers were 
given for him repeatedly. An informal 
personal reception followed. 


His Reception at Indianapolis. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 23.—This after- 
noon Eugene V. Debs arrived from Chicago 
on his way home and 300 people, members of 
labor unions, met him at the station and es- 
corted him to the Spencer House, where he 
was given a reception.

“Something More than a Strike.” 

Minneapolis Tribune: Some of Debs’ fol- 
lowers have already begun to give the pub- 
lic a practical idea of what the A. R. U. 
leader probably meant when he said that if 
President Hill did not submit to the de- 
mands of the A. R. U. committee he might 
have to face “something more than a 
strike.“ Somebody attempted to burn a 
bridge on the line of the Great Northern 
between Columbia Falls and Kalispell. If 
the dastardly attempt had proven success- 
ful a train would have been precipitated 
into an awful abyss and many lives inevi- 
tably destroyed. Director Goodwin of the 
A. R. U. with a few followers commenced 
to repeat the scenes of Chicago in 1894 on a 
small scale at Kalispell. He attempted to 
wreck cars and engines by running them 
into a turntable pit. He and his pals were 
promptly arrested and jailed. Various 


other unlawful acts, such as tampering 


with wires and thus engendering accidents 
and collisions, have been detected, but most 
ominous of all was the discovery of forty 
pounds of dynamite hidden in the woods 
near St. Cloud, and evidently intended for 
the destruction of the bridge. If this is 
what Debs meant by his “something more 
than a strike“ he had better call a halt be- 
fore he goes any further, or his six months 
in jail may be only a foretaste of a longer 


term of incarceration in a less pleasant 


place of confinement.

HARVARD COACH TELLS HOW IT WAS. 


Bert Waters Deplores the Poor Kicking by 
Brewer—Hope for the Future. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 23.—[{Special.]—The 
Pennsylvania-Harvard game, though inter- 
esting from start to finish, was an example 
of what skillful kicking can do for a team. 
Brooke's punting time and again saved the 
game for the Quakers, but the most marked 
instance of lack of ability to kick was in 
the failure of Harvard to kick the two goals 
that would have won it the game. That 
such a simple detail of the game should have 
been neglected evidences the lack of system 
that until lately has marked the Harvard 
coaching for this season. 

Leaving out this failure to kick the goals, 
what do we find the Harvard game to have 
been? It was marked by a hard, spirited, 
sometimes desperate, offense, and by clean 
and aggressive defensive work. Pennsyl- 
vania’s offense showed nothing new over its 
game last year, the principal features of 
which were the many men drawn back from 
the line and the short, onside kick by the 
quarter back; which two years ago and this 
year proved so effective in the Harvard 
games, 

Harvard’s offense, while made up of two or 
three different formations, was yet not 80 
complicated it could not go through a hard 
game, In truth, the men -played it better 
at the last than at the firstofthe game. An 


entirely new feature introduced by Harvard, 


or rather a revival of an old trick, was the 
kicking of the ball by the center rush in place 
of the usual snapback. This gave the Har- 
vard rush an even chance at the ball with 
the Pennsylvania team, as they were all on 
side when it was kicked, In short, the 
ground gained by the offense must have 
been highly satisfactory to Mr. Deland, who 
had that part of the work of coaching under 
control. 

The reason for the lack of confidence in 
the Harvard team displayed before the game 
was the poor showing made in the Princeton 
game. At that time this was charged to the 
lack of system in coaching before referred 
to. That this lack of system had been 
remedied was shown in the game and the re- 
sult would point a moral that Harvard can ill 
afford to neglect. 

The hard, conscientious work of Messrs. 
Deland, Newell, and Lewis, backed as they 
were by the other coaches, had its effect 
and was the great cause of the noticeable 
improvement in the Harvard team. 

The game at least showed an aggressive 
spirit that has been lacking some time in the 
Harvard contests of late years.

Chance for Princeton Cheers. 


And when the line was crossed at last, once 
Princeton had scored, the air turned se yel- 
low that the place looked as though every 
seat in it was occupied by Princeton men, 
and everybody was of their way of thinking. 
Five minutes later Princeton scored again, 
and after that there was an antiphénal 
chorus of yells and cheers and calls that 
never slackened. 

A clever stage manager, with a view to 
keeping up the interest, could not have ar- 
ranged the game better. First Yale had 
scored so heavily that her students were 
already laying out in their minds the money 
they had won, and Princeton ple were 
trying to remember who it was that had told 
them Yale would not last out the first half 
and hoping that that man had backed his 
opinion himself. 

When just as all seemed lost the Prince- 
ton team jumped to the front and scored 
twice in ten minutes. It was obviously easy 
to argue that if the tigers had scored twice 
mn ten minutes they could at least score once 
egain in the fifteen minutes still remaining 
te them, or even snatch victory out of de- 
feat. And at the thought of this the yells 
redoubled, and the air shook, and every 
play, good, bad, or indifferent, was greeted 
with shouts of encouragement that fell like 
the blows of a whip on one side and that 
tasted like wine to the other. 

People forgot for a few precious minutes 
to think about themselves; they enjoyed 
the rare sensation of being carried com- 
pletely away by something outside of them- 
selves, and the love of a fight, or a strug- 
gle, or a combat, or whatever you choose to 
call it, rose in every one’s breast and choked 
him until he had either to yell and get rid 
of it or suffocate.

One Impressive Moment. 

The clamor ceased once absolutely, and 
the silence was even more impressive than 
the tumult that had preceded it.

Forty thousand people in‘a state of breath- 
less silence is more impressive than 40,000 
people making all the noise they possibly 
can. But Princeton blocked the ball, and 
the goal was saved. And then just as the 
Yale men were growing fearful the game 
would end in a tie, and while the Princeton 
men were shrieking their lungs out that it 
might, Capt. Thorne made his run, and set- 
tied the question forever. 


Capt. Thorne’s Historical Run. 

It is not possible to describe that run. It 
would be as easy to explain how a snake dis- 
appears through the grass or an eel slips 
from your fingers, or to say how a flash of 
linked lightning flashes across the sky. 
Thorne was standing about forty yards 
from the Princeton goal, far over on the left 
of the field. When he got the ball in his 
hand there were two courses left open to 
him.- At least one of them was open; the 
other was blocked with Princeton men. IF 
he ran straight ahead he had to pass 
through a mass of them. If he ran to the 
right he had an open course, but as he would 
have to run diagonally across the field he 
would have just that much more ground te 
cover. 

He took the shorter course, either by in- 
stinct or luck or by good judgment. If it 
was by good judgment he has the gift of 
deciding quickly under disturbing circum- 
stances so highly developed that he makes 
the difficulties of a Captain in the conning 
tower of a ship of war during a naval battle 
seem contemptible. But, however he came 
to lay out his course, he followed it to the 
end. It was all over in five seconds, during 
which time he had dodged the Princeton 
team, slipped through their hands, jumping 
over their bodies, sweeping them out of his 
way, and mowing them down before him. 


When he crossed the line one Princeton man 


was left hanging to his ankles, and the im- 
petuousness of the run sent them into a 
policeman and knocked him flat so quickly 
that his head struck the ground before he 
knew his feet had left it. 


‘ Greatest Play on Record. 

Jt was such a reckless, brilliant, and mar- 
velous performance that it left me quite 
breathless with astonishment so that I 
could not cheer, and the men near me looked 
at each other doubtfully and in silence, 
as though they wanted to feel assured that 

some one else had seen it too. Caspar W. 
Whitney, who next to Walter Camp knows 
as much about football as any other manin 
this country, was sitting on the grass on 
my right, and John Sears, the Captain of 
the Harvard eleven in 89, was on the left. 
They looked as though they had seen a 
ghost. 

„That,“ said Whitney, solemnly, is the 
greatest run I have ever seen or that we 
will ever see.“ 

The game went on after that, but it was an 
anti-climax. The one run was worth the 
whole of it, and the people who saw that run 
need not distress themselves when they are 
told ot the sensational efforts of Lamar and 
Laurie Bliss, of McClung, of Dean, and of 
‘““Jim’’ Lea. They can boast that they saw 
Thorne. That should satisfy them.

ORANGE AND BLUE OF ILLINOIS VIC- 
TORIOUS AT CHAMPAIGN. | 


Northwestern University Gets a Ter- 
rific Beating by Capt. Hotchkiss’ 
Eleven, Which Is Much the Lighter 
Team—Even the Champaign Enthu- 
siasts Are Surprised at the Good 
Showing Their Champions Make— 
Evanston Team Makes One Score. 

Champaign, III., Nov. 23.—(Special.}—-The 

Northwestern University purple was 

dragged in the mud by the University of 

Illinois team, the Champaign boys winning, 

88 to 4. Rain which had fallen steadily all 

the forenoon made the grounds muddy, but 

in spite of the disagreeable condition of the 
weather 1,000 spectators turned out to see 
the game. A close contest was expected on 
account of the record which Northwestern 
has made this season and from the fact the 

Evanston men were heavier than the II- 

linois players whose heaviest man weighed 


187 pounds. 

Although the game was one-sided it was 
a hard fought contest, Northwestern not 
yielding an inch without a stubborn strug- 
gie. 

Both teams went on the field confident of 
success, and every one expected a close 
game, and it was a great surprise when the 
home team piled up the points the way it 
did. The game was a hard one from start 
to finish. Northwestern’s star half back, 
Van Doozer, was given the ball time after 
time, but never succeeded once durinr the 
whole game to make the desired five yards, 
and only four times did Northwestern make 
its required distance without resorting to 
a punt, while on the other hand Illinois 
only lost the ball twice on downs. 

The game started with the ball in Illinois’ 
possession, and Branch kicked to the vis- 
itors’ twenty-yard line. Van Doozer made 
no gain. The ball was given to Potter and 
Brewer with a gain of only two yards, and 
Brewer punted to Hotchkiss, who carried it 
five yards, being downed by Brewer.

Nebraska’s Beet Sugar Manufactories. 

Two beet-sugar factories in Nebraska will 
turn out 4,500,000 pounds of. sugar before the 
season, which began Oct. 1, closes, accord- 
ing to the Portland Oregonian... The season 
lasts about three months, and the two fac- 
tories pay to farmers about .$3,000.a day, or 
about $225,000 in the seventy-five working 
days of the season. The expense of beet- 
growing is not greater than the average cost 
of single-crop production, and the success 
of Nebraska in this line contrasts sharply 
with the condition of things where in one 
year the farmers were billed all over the 
Nation as sufferers from failure of the 
corn crop, and the next perhaps were com- 
pelled to live upon cornbread baked by heat 
generated from corn as fuel, because. the 
enormous surplus of their fields: made the 
product worthless in the market. They still 
have plenty of corn in Nebraska, but it is 
plenty in other products that keeps up the 
equilibrium in the market and gives pro- 
ducers something with which to cloth- 
ing and something besides cornbr ‘to eat.

Though Abhorrent to Anglo-Saxon 
Ideas the French Practice Has Some

London Truth: The mode in which the pre- 
siding Judge examines the Marquis de 
Nayve, who is accused of the murder of his 
wife’s son, is denounced by our press as to 
scandalous for words. I see no objection 
to it, for the object of a trial is to discover 
whether the prisoner is guilty or innocent, 
and I have never yet understood why this 
should not be sought to be elicited by his ex- 
amination. There is a prima facie case 
against a man who is committed for trial, 
otherwise he would not have been commit- 
ted. He is, in the nature of things, a hos- 
tile witness to the prosecution. How he ex- 


of the crime is important in considering his 
ossible guilt, and, if this be so, it is essen- 
tial to the cause of truth that his state- 
ments should be subjected to the ordeal of 
cross-examination. This function is in- 
trusted to the Judge. The public prosecu- 
tor listens and speaks for the prosecution; 
the advocate of the prisoner for acquittal. 
Admitting that the prisoner is to be cross- 
examied he probably fares better in the 
hands of the Judge than if the duty were un- 
dertaken by the prosecuting counsel. It 
pleases us to hold that a prisoner should be 
carefully protected from saying anything 
that may go to prove his guilt. It pleases 
other countries to deem this a judicial ab- 
surdity.

TEACHERS CONGRATULATE MRS. 
YOUNG AND ENGINEER WATERS. 


Speculation as to How the Result Was 
Brought About — Regret Those 
Largely Instrumental in Getting 
Pension Law Passed Were Not Hon- 
ored—Board Will Organize Wednes- 
day—Some Instructors Will Proba- 
bly Be Put on the List at Once. 


Assistant Supt. Ella F. Young and Chief 
Engineer T. J. Waters, the two newly elect- 
ed trustees of the School Pension Fund, were 
kept busy all day yesterday receiving the 
congratulations of callers at the rooms of 
the Board of Education. 

There was considerable theorizing around 
the rooms as to the way the result was pro- 
duced. It was often regretted the men and 
women who were instrumental in securing 
the passage of the law, especially Miss Bur- 
dick, could not have been honored. Some 
drew the inference the teachers were afraid 
not to cast signed ballots for the Assistant 
Superintendents who were candidates. Oth- 
ers considered this suspicion offset by the 
fact only one Assistant Superintendent, and 
she preéminently fitted for the place, was

elected. Some said Mr. Waters would not 
have been elected if the employés had not 
voted solidly for him. Mr. Waters said he 
did not receive the solid vote of the em- 
ployés, and he was immensely proud of hav- 
ing received such a large vote from the 
teachers. Everybody agreed two better trus- 
tees could not have been elected. 

The trustees will meet next Wednesday 
night with the Superintendent and the Board 
of Education to form the new board. Supt. 
Lane thought nothing would be done at that 
— except to organize, but Mrs. Young 
said: 

“There are several things which must be 
attended to in a short time. Probably the 
most important of these is whether we shall 
force teachers who are eligible to receive 
the pension toretire. There are some who do 
not wish to retire. Then, when we get our 
retired list made out the assessment made 
on the teachers may not be sufficient to pay 
the pensioners the proportionate amount due 
them and they will have to be scaled down 
according to the amount received from the 
assessment, as that cannot be increased. 
The ruling is no one is to receive more than 
$600 or more than one-half of the former 
salary. This will doubtless cause dissatis- 
faction and it will take some time to 
straighten these cases out. 

We will have to decide immediately when 
the law is to be put into effect. The deduc- 
tion from salaries begins with December

other leaders of the New York Democracy, 
with the possible exception of Whitney, 
will offer no opposition, and that by 1900 
he will be master of the Democratic party 
of the Empire State and a formidable can- 
didate for the Presidential nomination.“ 

This is a very high ambition, but is not 
more wild than the popular thought in 
Ohio would have held the aspirations of the 
same individual twenty years ago to be 
worth $10,000,000, to sit in the United States 
Senate, and to direct the national campaign 
of the Democratic party. 

The career of Calvin S. Brice is a romance 
in corruption, a paradox in politics, a trav- 
esty on statesmanship, a blot on the record 
of the 
democratic government is the rule of the 
fittest—the selection by the voters of the 
ablest, the purest, and the most experi- 
enced men as representatives and servants 
of the people. Yet Brice, who was actually 
a resident of New York, who had never held 
an office nor been voted for, and had there- 
fore never served even the briefest ap- 
prenticeship in statecraft, was elevated at 
one bound to the Senate of the Unite: 
States. He took his seat as the colleague 
of John Sherman, the veteran and best- 
equipped statesman of the Republican 
party. Brice, who had suddenly made a 
fortune in railroad stock-jobbing, lifted 
himself by his boot-straps, as it were, into 
the seat filled and honored in former years 
by Salmon P. Chase, Benamin F. Wade, 
George H. Pendleton, and Allen G. Thur- 
man. The noblest Old Roman of them all 
was followed by the man who bid in the 
33 from the Pretorians of our 

ay! 

The sequence was logical. The speculator 
speculated still. The wrecker of railroads 
did not hesitate ‘to wreck his party for his 
own advantage. Sitting.as the representa- 
tive of a party whose creed is, Tax neces- 
saries lightly,’ “Once on the free list always 
on the free list, Senator Brice acted as the 
agent of the trust and the instrument of 
speculation in r a tax on sugar. 
With a handful of other betrayers he stood 
out likewise for a tax on coal and iron, in the 
interest of the railroads, after a Democratic 
House had fulfilled the pledge of the party by 
making them free. 

in spite of what President Cleveland rightly 
called this record of perfidy, which led to 
the overwhelming defeat of his party, Sena- 
tor Brice had the assurance to go before the 
people of Ohio as a candidate for reé@lection. 
A more flagrant insult to the intelligence 
and virtue of the people could not be imag- 
ined. But this man of millions does not take 
account of moral sentiment. He forced the 
nomination for Governor upon the unwilling 
but popular Campbell, loosened again the 
spigot of his barrel,“ and — an ad- 
verse majority of 137,000. It was neither 
magnificent nor war. It was simply a 
gambler’s throw. And Mr. Brice, as a candi- 
date for Senator, lost his State under an 
avalanche majority of 200,000. 

It was in vain that Campbell appea to 
the patriotism of the voters, or point to 
tangible evidence of returning prosperity 
under Democratic rule. The one word 
Brice! and the level finger of honest scorn 
neutralized all eloquence, nullified all facts. 


It was a hopeless battle from the first, and it 


leaves Ohio the most solidly Republican 
State in the West. 

So much for Briceism and plutocracy in 
Ohio. If the rejected Senator thinks he can 
make the combination work better in New 
York we think we can assure him that he is 
mistaken.

Candidates in the Field to Succeed 
| Populist Senator Kyle. | 

Pierre, S. D., Nov. 17.—[{Special @orrespond- 
ence.]—While it is yet more than a year be- 
fore the. Legislature of this State will choose 
a successor for Populist Senator Kyle, the 
candidates for his place are becoming nu- 
The Republicans are expecting 
to redeem the State from Populism and send 
a solid Republican delegation to Washing- 
ton after 1897, but there are local causes 
which may not make that outcome certain. 

In the last campaign, while the Repub- 
lican State ticket was elected by a major- 
ity over both the Democratic and Populist 
tickets, the legislative ticket had a close 
margin in so many of the counties that a 
change of less thana thousand votes in the 
right counties would have given the Legis- 
lature, to the Populists. The Republican 
Legislature has made a record whioh their 
own party does not care to discuss, utterly 
failing to keep campaign pledges, and fail- 
ing to in any way provide any adequate 
penalty ‘for defalcations on the part of a 
State official, even with the example of Tay- 
lor before them. The party has also been 
torn over the Agricultural College myddle. 

Congressman Pickler has been at work all 
summer soliciting support, and his active 
work has given him the largest surface fol- 
lowing of any of the candidates up to the 
present time. Gov. Sheldon has also all 
along been classed as a candidate for Scn- 
ator and will have a following when the 
question of selection comes before the Ler- 
isliature. Besides the following of these two 
there is a large faction of the party which 
stands non-commital, refusing to pledge 
support to either of them, and this faction 
of the party some of the leading politicians 
declare strong enough to name the man 
when the time comes to do so. 

Besides the Governor and Congressman 
Pickler the names of Congressman Gamble 
of Yankton, Judge Campbell of Brown, 
Thomas Sterling of Spink, and W. G. Rice 
of Lawrence have already been mentioned. 

If the Populists are successful in securing 
the Legislature their candidate will un- 
doubtedly be J. C. Crawford of Kingsbury.

IT IS ATTACHED TO HIS CARD WITH- 
DRAWING FROM POLITICS. 


This Said to Be Belief of His Friends 
Who Are Urging a Renomination— 
That Failing, the Plan Is to Make 
Him United States Senator or Mayor 
ef Chicago—Cleveland Democrats 
Say It Is Folly for Him to Think of 


Carrying Illinois. 


The Democrats as a unit are by no means 
satisfied with the sincerity of Gov. Altgeld’s 
declaration of recent date—towit: That he 
will withdraw from politics at the conclusion 
of his term of office as Governor and proceed 
to make seme money. The administration 
Democrats—that is to say, the Cleveland 
people—are inclined to take the Governor at 
his word. They say it is worse than folly 
for him to attempt to carry Illinois next 
year, and they are entirely content that he 
shall step own and out. They were all 
ready to give him a battle in the State con- 
vention, and their scheme was to pit against 
him Controller of the Currency James Eck- 
els. 

Gov. Altgeld, during his recent trip 
through the South, gave renewed utterance 
of his antipathy towards President Cleve- 
land. These remarks were not received with 
the greatest cordiality by the Southerners. 
Some regarded them as exhibitions of bad 
taste, and others said harsh things con- 
cerning Gov. Altgeld in the connection 
above referred to. The administration 
Democrats in Illinois were preparing fora 
good fight when the Governor’s card ap- 
peared in print. Some of them look on the 
matter as an absolute withdrawal from 
politics, Others say the Governor will, at 
the proper time, listen to the demand that 
will be made upon him by his officeholders 
and accept a renomination. 


Favor His Renomination. 

The current of talk among the Altgeld 
people is in favor of Altgeld’s renomination. 
They say, despite the thumping the Demo- 
crats recently received in the Eighteenth 
Congressional District, Altgeld is the best 
man to put at the head of their ticket next 
year. The intimation is made that there is 
a reservation to the declination, or, in other 
words, the withdrawal has attached to it 
a good stout strand of wire rope. They in- 
tend to force Altgeld to the front and, if 
possible, make him their nominee for Gov- 
ernor. 

Their work is now beginning to show itself 
in Cook County. The Democratic County 
Central committee, by virtue of Sec. 2, Art. 2, 
of its constitution, will meet on Monday, 
Dec. 2, for the purpose of choosing officers 
for the ensuing year. An Altgeld man will 
be chosen Chairman of that organization. 
Thomas Gahan will be the new Chairman 
and Robert E. Burke will be reélected Secre- 
tary. Gahan is an Altgeld man through and 
through. He was selected by the Governor 
as a member-of the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission of this State, a position which 
he now' holds. 

He is for Altgeld first, last, and all the time, 
and his selection is in the main a precaution- 
ary measure in Altgeld’s interests. Mr. Ga- 
han has been for a number of years an 
avowed Altgeld man, always looking out for 
Altgeld’s interests and protecting them in 
every conceivable way. 

Cannot Carry Illinois. 

The more sensible Democrats are well 
aware of the fact that they cannot carry 
Illinois next year under any circumstances. 
They know full well Altgeld’s name at the 
head of the State ticket would cost the party 
a great many votes. The national adminis- 
tration never would support Altgeld, and if 
nominated he will be beaten to the Queen’s 
taste. According to Democratic mathe- 
matics the State must be 50,000 Republican 
to give the Republicans a majority of both 
branches of the General Assembly on joint 
ballot. The Democrats who set up the 
State gerrymander of three years ago say, 
giving the Republicans due allowance for 
the gains they made in Democratic districts 
a year ago, the Republicans still must carry 
the State by 40,000 or the Democrats will 
have the Legislature. The idea seems to be 
to run Altgeld for the Governorship whether 
or no, with the hope of boosting him into 
the Senate. If these things fail, as they 
probably will, look out for Altgeld as a can- 
didate for Mayor of Chicago. His friends 
are already talking in that direction and re- 
fuse to listen to the impertunities of other 
Democrats who are firm in the belief that 
Altgeld has had his day. 

Gahan a Certainty. 

Gahan’s selection as Chairman of thé 
County Central committee may be set down 
to a certainty. Three-fourths of the mem- 
bers of that organization are pledged to his 
support. His election means a good deal to 
the Democratic party in Cook County. He 
will have much to say as to the complexion 
of the delegation to the State convention. 
Tie is one of the few Altgeld men who took 
little stock in the free silver heresy that 
lost the party all chance of winning a Con- 
gressman in the Eighteenth. District. His 
personal inclinations are against any free 
silver plank in the platform next year. He 
will, however* abide by Gov. Altgeld’s wishes 
in the premises. If Altgeld wants a free sil- 
ver plank in the platform Gahan will support 
it, much as his ideas are against that propo- 
sition. 

Some people are calling attention to the 
great intimacy between John P. Hopkins and 
Mr. Gahan. It is hinted in certain quarters 
that in case Gov. Altgeld persists in his 
withdrawal Gahan will try to make John P. 
Hopkins the Democratic nominee for the 
Governorship. Hopkins’ friends deny this, 
saying there isn’t enough show of success 
in the premises to warrant Hopkins’ candi- 
dacy. It is barely possible Hopkins may be 
induced to lead the forlorn hope. He will 
get a better vote than Altgeld if he does, but 
he can’t wim at that. 


Will Work Together. 

Altgeld, Hopkins, and Gahan will work 
together in Cook County, and hope, with 
the assistance of Mr. Hinrichsen and other 
State administration Democrats throughout 
Illinois, to ring up a plastic and pliant dele- 
gation to the National Democratic conven- 
tion. Democratic platforms usually con- 
demn centralization of power. These men 
are getting everything they can into their 
own hands, and if they are permitted to have 
their way not a single Cleveland man will 
be permitted to go from Illinois to the Na- 
tional Democratic convention next year. 


Will Work for Chicago. 

Arrangements are being made by Repub- 
lican League members of Chicago and Min- 
neapolis for a special train to carry a delega- 
tion of them to Washington next month. 
They are going there when the Executive 
committee of the National committee mects 
to get the convention for Chicago, and expect 
to leave here the evening of Dec. 8. Charles 
Stone has figured out that if the convention 
goes to San Francisco the accumulated time 
spent by delegates and alternates for each 
one in making the trip thereand back would 
amount to sixty-seven and one-half years. 


Wants to Boss County Democrats. 

Ald. John Powers is a candidate for Chair- 
man of the Democratic County Central com- 
mittee. He so announced himself yesterday 
and said it was out of deference to the wishes 
of his friends, who think the West Side 
ought to te recognized. The election will 
take place one week from next Tuesday and 
while he is on friendly terms with Thomas 
Gahan, the machine candidate, Mr. Powers 
says he is in the race to win. 
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THE REV. MR. NOURSE’S PRAYER. 


A Reminiscence of the Republican 
State Convention of 1878. | 

One of the guests at the Great Northérn 
Hotel the other day was the Rev. Robert 
Nourse, some fifteen years ago pastor of 
the Congregational church at Springfield, 
but for several years past a popular lecturer, 
with headquarters in Washington City. 
Among those who met and recognized the 
former Springfield pastor in the hotel corri- 
dor was Col. A. C. Babcock, who served as 
Chairman of the Republican State Central- 
committee for several terms along in the 
708, and who recalled an incident in which 
he and Mr. Nourse. were prominent actors. 
The event alluded to occurred at the meeting 
of the Republican State convention of 1878, 
when, according to custom, it became the 
duty of Col. Babcock to call the convention 
to order and to preside until a temporary 
organization was effected. Anticipating a 
busy session, with an eager desire on the 
part of the delegates for an early adjourn- 
ment, the Colonel had requested some of the 
local leaders—including John W. Bunn and 
the late O. M. Hatch—to suggest some min- 
ister to make the opening prayer usual on 
such occasions, with the condition that, for 
the reasons already mentioned, it must be 
short and to the point. He was told that the 
man would be forthcoming at the proper 
time, and leaving to them the responsibility 
of finding him, Col. Babcock addressed him- 
self to other duties. At the hour of the as- 
sembling of the convention the Rev. Mr.

NEEDLEWORK GUILD MAKESITS AN- 
NUAL DISTRIBUTION, 


Warm, Comfortable Garments Sent to All 
the Charitable Institutions in the City 
to Be Given to Those in Their Care 
Who Are Needy-Old Men and Women 
and Little Children Made Glad Through 

‘the Efforts of This National Organisa- 

tion, 8 

A sight to make the careless world stop and 
admire was the distribution of clothmg yes- 
terday morning by the Neediework Guild. 
At an early hour wagons and conveyances be- 
gan arriving at the Masonic Temple ready to 
cart away to the various institutions where 
they had been assigned, the precious bundles. 
By 9 o'clock there was a steady stream of 
men with the genorous bags on their shoulders 
filing down the stairway. Women up-stairs 
worked like busy. bees sorting and piling the 
warm, soft garments and placing them in 
proper receptacles. 

It was a labor of love, and deli- 
cate women, who perhaps did not 
lift a finger at home, tugged at big 
piles ot clothing, and dragged the heavy bags 


into place. To be a member of the guild,

Nourse was on hand, at first taking 
a seat At one side of the speakers’ 
stand, but being soon recognized by 
Col. Babcock as the “officiating clergy- 
man,“ was invited to the platform, where 
he found a seat with prominent guests 
on the sofa behind the desk. Other prelim- 
inaries having been disposed of, the Colonel 
announced that the Rev. Mr. Nourse would 
“invoke the Divine blessing.“ at the same 
time introducing that gentleman, to whom, 
in an aside, he renewed his injunction to 
“cut it short.“ That the injunction was 
obeyed to the very letter is shown by the 
prayer itself, which was substantially (if not 
literally) as follows: 

Lord God of nations, we are met to 
nominate pfficers for our State. Give us 
wisdom that we may nominate the best men: 
when we have dene that, grant that they 
may beelected,and when elected make them 
true to their trust. Amen.“ 

Those of the delegates who had been com- 
posing themselves for a prayer of the usual 
proportions were taken by surprise. The 
pith and logical point of the prayer was rec- 
ognized, and as the last words were ut- 
tered the convention broke out in a whirl- 
wind of applause, which continued for some 
minutes. In order to quiet it, Col. Babcock 
unally turned to Mr. Nourse, who had seat- 
ed himself on the sofa at the rear of the 
platform, and taking his hand led him for- 
ward and introduced him to the audience. 
This was the signal for a new outburst of 
applause, but the convention finally got 
down to business, although the Chairman 
was compelled to confess that his attempt 
Lo save time by a short prayer had proved a 
failure. 

The convention finally completed its or- 
ganization, with Col. Charles E. Lippincott 
as Permanent President, but the enthusiasm 
‘or Mr. Nourse dd not cease. When the time 
for nominating the first State officer—which 
was that of State Treasurer—had arrived, 
some enthusiastic delegate got up and nom- 
inated Mr. Nourse. This, of course, called 
forth a new outbreak, which that gentle- 
man assisted in checking by positively re- 
fusing to be a candidate. A similar scene 
was enacted when the office of Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction was reached, with 
a like result. And so the reverend gentle- 
man was kept busy to the end declining the 
honors which the convention seemed desir- 
ous of thrusting upon him. 

The late Col. William A. James officiated 
as temporary presiding officer at the con- 
vention ‘ust referred to, and was elected 
Speaker of the House at the next session of 
the General Assembly in January following. 

The consequences of this noteworthy 
prayer did not end with the convention. A 
somewhat prominent Springfield physician 
who was accustomed to attend Mr. Nourse’s 
church while entertaining a customary 
Democratic prejudice, overlooking entirely 
the logical points with which the prayer was 
fortified, took the clergyman to task for 
“mixing politics and religion,“ finally re- 


moving his sitting to another church. It is 


probable that his objection to the prayer 
was not one whit modified by its fulfillment 
in November following in the overwhelm- 
ing success of the Republican ticket then 
put in nomination. 

Mr. Nourse, though making his headquar- 
ters in Washington, maintains a legal resi- 
dence in Fairfax County, Va., where he 
made the race for Congress on the Republic- 
an ticket a year ago, coming within eighty- 
four votes of election in the face of election 
machinery entirely in the hands of 
unscrupulous Democratic party managers. 
His friends assert he is certain to go in next 
year, im which case he may be heard from 
on a broader platform than as officiating 
clergyman” in a State convention. As short 
prayers seem to be at.a premium with mem- 
bers of Congress, it would not surprise the 
Illinois friends of the ex-Springfield pastor, 
now of the “Old Dominion,” if he should de- 
velop into an available candidate for Chap- 
lain of the House at the coming session.

Perhaps those articles may be smoothed out 
lovingly by knotty, feeble fingers once as used 
to fine linen as the donor. 

Woclen bedroom slippers suggested a world 
of comfort for invalid foot slips. A File of 
infant’s clothing—little, dainty, fuzzy sacks 
and mittens, hose and long skirts—tuld where 
many a mother’s heart lay tenderest. Strong 
woolen socks for men and cardigan jackets 
were a pleasure to behold in the comfort they 
suggested. Pilea of white, generous pocket- 
handkerchiefs, sure to be the pride of some 
poor soul, were tucked and stowed uway with 
every big bag. 

The teamsters who helped to transfer the 
piles lifted their bundles tenderly, as if real- 
izing a sacred trust. By some mistake many 
needy-looking individuals came to the room 
during the day, thinking the clothing was to 
be distributed there. : 

One old man, Who looked needy but re- 
spectable, hobbled in on his cane. His dis- 
appointment was pitiful to witness when he 
learned that clothing could be given out only 
through the institutions to which it had been 
voted. He gazed hungrily at the warm flan- 
nels lying within his reach and looked blue 
and sorely in need, His case, as was every 
other which came, was taken in hand and 
promises of early investigation and assistance 
sent them all away comparatively happy. 

Long before night not a vestige of the piles 
and piles of clothing was left. They had gone 
to gladden alike the hearts of youth and age 
in over half a hundred institutions through- 
out the city. | 

The guild, which was started in 1885 by 
Lady Wolverton, has become a national and 
international beneficence. The Chicago 
branch distributéd this year over double the 
number of garments sent out last. This 
speaks louder than words of the interest taken 
in the guild in this city. The unique feature 
of this endeavor is it practically comes to life 
only oncea year. In November, when the 
chill winds come, the guild does more to sup- 
ply the poor than some organizations which 
are in session all the year raund. After this

Everybody remembers when the great 
Texas murderer, Dick Masters, was hanged, 
said E. M. Cary cf Waco at the Centropclis, 
but the strange death of Sheriff Winters, 
who sprung the trap, has been kept out of 
the papers. After Masters’ body was cut 
down, the County Physician prenouncing the 
murderer dead, the Sheriff ordered four 
deputies to carry the body to his private

laboratory, where the Sheriff used to pursue 1 


his medical experiments alone. He was 
bound to dissect the powerful, weil-developed 
body of Masters, so he shut himself up with 
the corpse and went to work. 

The Sheriff moved about briskly, mak 
a great clatter with his instruments. Severa 
times he went to the windows and peered out, 
but the neighborhwod was deserted. He soon 
discovered that the drop on the scaffold had 
not broken Masters’ neck, and the Sheriff 
thought that was fortunate, as he always had 
experimeated on the restoration of life when- 
ever opportunity afforded, He laid down his 
instruments and began to try to restore life. 
The evening shadows drifted into night. It 
was a noisy town and the shout and laughter 
of the revelers could be heard everywhere 
Several times the crowds passing the Sheriff’s 
room thought they heard sounds of scuffing, 
and more than once a muffled shout was 
heard. But the pleasure-seekers on the streets 
passed * without giving a thought to this. 

The following day Sheriff Winters failed 
toappear at his office. Nobody had seen 
him since he locked himself in the labora- 
tory with Masters“ body. Finally the Mayor 
of the town and several Deputy Sheriffs went 
to the .laboratory, but neither rapping at the 
door nor shouts would bring any answer. 
Then they broke open the door. The sight 
before them neariy turned their hair gray. 
The room wasa total wreck. The furniture 
was strewn about the room, smashed to 
pieces, and everything bore evidence of a ter- 
rible struggie. Sheriff Winters lay on the 
floor dead, and the marks about his throat 
showed that he had been strangled. A few 
feet away lay the dead body of the murderer, 
Masters. The faces and the garments of both 
men bore evidence of a hard fight. The only 
conclusion that could be artived at was that 
Masters had revived, and on regainmg con- 
scicusnesa and strength he had attacked the 
Sheriff and succeeded in killmg him before 
he died himseif. Ali this happened in the jail 
of Rio Grande County.—Kansas City Times.

Richter, the Fine-Art Porcelain Connoisseur, 
Gives Some Reminiscenses of Royalty—Fran- 
cis Joseph of Austria in Civiltian's Attire. 

It is always interesting to meet with per- 
sons who have enjoyed the persdnal ac- 
guaintance of Kings or Emperors. E. F. 
Richter, the noted Austrian fine art porce- 
lain connoisseur, was standing amid his 
magnificent collection of ceramics; at No, 
72 State street, yesterday suavely answer- 
ing questions concerning the rare and ex- 
quisite jardiniéres, vases, panels, etc., that 
fill the shelves of his dainty shop when 
something recalled a pleasant little visit he 
once had with the Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria. : 

It was at the Munich exposition of 1888.“ 
said Herr Richter, where I was in charge 
of Wahliss' great porcelain exhibit. My 
wife and I were standing together when the 
Emperor, whom we both knew by sight, 
approached us and entered into a conversa- 
tion with us in a genial sort of way that 
put us entirely at our ease. He remained 
perhaps half an hour, inspecting the ex- 
hibit, inquiring after the health of Mr. 
Wahliss, and making himself generally 
agreeable. He was able to escape the recog- 
nition of the people by wearing civilian’s 
clothes. This was probably the first time 
the Emperor had appeared without his mil- 
itary uniform since 1853, when he was at- 
tacked in public by a murderous assassin 
and would have been slain but for a buckle 
of his regalia, which stopped the assassin’s 
knife. The Emperor is much interested in 
decorative pottery and takes great pride in 
the beautiful ware that bears the name of 
his own country, which is just now attract- 
ing the attention of wealthy and artistic 
people in this country and Europe.“ 

Speaking of Emperors, Herr Richter 
pointed to a fine portrait of Francis Joseph 
by Wagner on a large porcelain plaque that 
adjorned one of the walls. The old Emper- 
or was so well pleased with that portrait,“ 
said Herr Richter, that he gave us an or- 
der to reproduce it on a large vase which he 
presented to the Archbishop of Olmutz. 
Francis Joseph was a famous patron of 


celain painting.“ 
e Richter’s Vienna establishment is much 


patronized by royalty, and is the only one 
visited by the Empress in person. 

The approach of Christmas is making 
Richter’s place on State street an attract- 
ive center just now. The collection is the 
most expensive of its size to be found in Chi- 
cago. In one of the windows tomorrow will 
be exposed an exquisite arrangement of fine 
art porcelains, valued at more than $10,000. 

One of the most striking pieces in the col- 
lection is a superb hand-painted Fayence 
vase of the famous Five-Chapel make, val- 


the figure of a Hungarian lady, with color- 
ing of rare delicacy, is placed at $60. 

A plate made for King Charles of Rouma- 
nia is a beautiful specimen of art, as is also 
another ordered by Prince Louis Philippe 
of Coburg. 

There are numberless beautiful mantel- 
piece sets, and some exquisite figures of 
Louis Quatorz style, done in ivory porcelain, 
with the soft shell-pink tints of the Aurora 
decoration. 

Among the attractions of this truly noble 
collection are a number of splendid paint-

DANCE FOR CHARITY’S SAKE. 


Ball Under the Auspices of the Catholic 
Women’s National League. 

In view of the increasing interest mani- 
fested in the Charity Ball of Dec. 11 the 
women of the Catholic Women’s National 
League consider it due the public that some 
explanation of the league and its workings 
be offered. The Catholic Women’s National 
League was organized during the congress 
of 1893, primarily to fill the gap in Catholic 
philanthropic work which could not be filled 
by religious institutions. The first ball given 
by the league was productive of the estab- 
lishment on a firm footing of three day nur- 
series or créches, where working women 
might leave their infants during the work- 
ing day. The second ball not only confirmed 
the work of the first, but made it possible for 
the league to inaugurate three kindergar- 
tens, which are designed to keep the older 
children from all harm, and give them the 
basis, not to say rudiments, of an education. 

Nor have the women of the league been 
content with caring for the necessities of 
the women and children. Realizing the hard 
times of the last few years have left to an 
enforced idleness a large number of work- 
ingmen, they have provided five reading 
rooms, where not only reading matter but 
stationery and postage was provided without 
cost, thus counteracting the many con- 
veniences offered by the saloons. 

It is with a view to further extending the 
usefulness of these aids to working men and 
women, with whom neither race nor creed 
that the league has undertaken the responsi- 
that the league has undertaken t heresponsi- 
bility of this year’s ball, and it is with a 
sense of gratification which can come only 
to those whose charity is all-embracing that 
the women of the league witness the already 
insured success of their venture.

GOLD IS THE BUGBEAR. 


EXPORTS HANG HEAVY OVER WALL 
STREET SPECULATION. 


Bankers and Operators Trying to Fig- 
ure Out How Long the Outflow Will 
Last and What Must Be Done to Stop 
IteSugar Attracting Much Atten- 
tion and Puzzling the Street—Ger- 
man Product Selling Above Ameri- 
ean in New York—Chicago Gas Dull. 

New York, Nov. 23.—[{Special.}—A weak 
stock market and a very narrow one has 
made up the record of this week on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

We have had reports from various impor- 
tant railway companies showing materially 
increased earnings, both gross and net, but 
the rank and file of Wall street have wholly 
ignored all thsee tempting figures, and quo- 
tations at the close of the week's business 
all generally average today substantially 
lower than were the prices of last Saturday. 

All the week we have been under a fusillade 
of gold export talk—the talk being at the 
close of the week crystallized into action. 
Gold is going abroad by wholesale. The 
authorities who predicted the beginning and 
expansion of this gold shipment movement 
are now still more confident it is a movement 
which will develop into even greater propor- 
tions than they originally believed. 

The government gold reserve is being bad- 
ly impinged upon. It will be in no way 
strange if before the middle of December 
the free gold figures are $20,000,000 or $30,- 
000,000 lower than at present. Bankers of 
consequence are making figures like these 
and on these figures they base their expecta- 
tion of a new government bond issue of 
from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000.

are interviewing themselves as to what the 


situation is just now, its present significance, 
and the future possibilities of it along with 
their own fantastic notions of wherein the 
remedy lies, what can be done, and what 
should be done by President Cleveland and 
by Congress to save the country from a 
panic. 
Sugar in a Bad Way. 

Much the most interesting figure in the 
stock market just now is the situation of 
sugar trust shares. The sugar trade this 
week has taken another downturn. Euro- 
pean markets are all weak and inclining for 
both raws and refined, the latter being 
down to 8.90 for the granulated, or one- 
third of a cent per pound below the Ameri- 
can price of 4.23 net. 

A singular feature of the present situa- 
tion is that German granulated is actually 
selling in New York for more money than 
the American product. Sales of German 
were made this week at 4.30 net cash, 
against 4.23 net cash for American. Pre- 
vious to Oct. 10 the German new sold within 
less than 16 of a cent per pound for Amer- 
ican, or, say, at 4 to 4% cents for Germans, 
against 4.23 for American—the factor plan 
causing this change. | 

There are more non-factors (retailers, de- 
partment stores, etc.), who have to pay 4.41 
for American than there are factors who pay 
4.23 for it, and rather than do this they are 
turning their attention more largely to the 
foreign sugars, the business in which is in- 
creasing rapidly to the detriment of the 
American refiners. 

Some 10,000 to 15,000 bags of foreign granu- 
lated were put on the market this week, and 
much larger amounts than this are Known to 
be afloat. 

This is likely to prove a very serious matter 
as every non-factor who buys foreign sugar 
not only takes so muth trade away from. the 
refiners, but from the wholesale grocer as 
well. The grocers will soon rebel against 
this arrangement, and it is already known 
they are disposing of their surplus stocks at 
less than posted prices, and coming down 
to the very smallest limit of carrying stocks,

Melon Shape, Cutin Three or More Sec- 
tions, Seams on Top. 

The newest sleeve for coats, and also for 
waists, is the melon shape, cut in three or 
more sections, with the seams on top, show- 
ing conspicuously. For coats, the seams are 
generally finished with two rows of machine 
stitching; for waists, trimmings of jet, 
guimp,. and cord are used to outline the 
seams; and on evening dresses a frill of nar- 
row lace is sometimes sewn in the seams.

Although it is now apparent that there will

Chamberlain's Free Advertising. 

I have spoken before of the remarkable 
amount of personal advertising that Cham- 
berlain is getting. 

Not the least interesting phase of this is 
the fact that the Radical papers which, a 
few months ago, held him in fierce loath- 
ing, are beginning to say quite kindly things 
about him. This is not by any means a 
mere spontaneous recognition of his merits 
as an administrator. 

It has its origin rather in a report which 
is being quietly circulated to the effect that 
Chamberlain has resolved to resist his Tory 
colleagues on the education question, which 
now appears likely to force itself to the 
front as a national issue 

Americans would find it pecullarly diffi- 
cult to understand what that question in- 
volves here. The Germans, Frenchmen, 
Dutchmen, Danes, Swedes, every people in 
fact north of the Alps, regard the English 
conceptions of popular education as worthy 
only of barbarians. 

The British Board of Schools, which is the 
nearest approach to the free school known 
here, is indeed an incredibly limited and 
benighted affair, yet even this seems to 
the Tory classes to be a waste of public 
money. 

Uniess it be an agricultural depression 
there is nothing that the Tory squires and 
parsons feel so keenly about as this, to them, 
monstrous notion of educating the peasantry 
beyond their station. Immediately after the 
Tories had won their great parliamentary 
majority the pressufe inside the party on 
this subject became tremendous. Under its 
stress both Bishops and the principal Tory 
leaders let it be seen that they sympathized 
with this demand for the revision of the edu- 
cational settlement of 1876. 

Nothing definite was promised, but hints 
that the Catholic hierarchy in Ireland were 
to be conceded their educational claims have 
increased the fears of nonconformists that 
the clerics in England are to have their own 
way, too. 


Department Chief a Reformer. 

Sir John Gorst, who is at the head of the 
Educational Department of the ministry, is 
an enthusiastic reformer, and makes 
speeches favoring a still further educational 
‘advance, but Salisbury and other Tory chiefs 
take precisely the other line. 

So long as only Gorst raised the flag of 
mutiny the thing was not serious, because 
he could easily be snuffed out, but the story 
that Chamberlain is backing him lifts the 
affair at once to prominence.

Honor Henry Purcell’s Memory. 

The bicentenary of Henry Purcell's death 
was celebrated by an impressive service in 
Westminster Abbey, where he was organist 
for a long term. His Te Deum in D'“ and 
many of his finest anthems were performed 
by a band of fifty performers, with strings, 
trumpets, drums, and a very large choir re- 
cruited from the Abbey, two cathedrals, and 
six churches, reinforced by a contingent of 
amateurs of both sexes. The Abbey was 
thronged with a reverent assemblage, and 
the music under Prof. Bridge’s direction was 
grand and inspiring. After Dean Bradley 
had laid a wreath upon the musician's 
grave, a dirge, composed by Purcell for the 
funeral of Queen Mary and sung a few 
months afterward over his own ashes, was 
sung most impressively.

“The Manxman ” Reproduced. 

Wilson Barrett's second version of The 
Manxman” has been produced at the 
Shaftesbury Theater. The first one was 
criticised because it did not embody the 
main motive of the story, which is the 
struggle between love and ambition, but 
made a subordinate character the hero of 
the drama.

IOWA APPEALS TO LORD SALISBURY. 


Petition Being Circulated Calling on 
Europe to Suppress the Sultan. 
Des Moines, Ia., Nov. 23.—The following 
is the substance of a protest circulating in 
Iowa for signatures, and which will be read 
in some,of the churches tomorrow. It is 
addressed to the Marquis of Salisbury, and 

says: 

“Though citizens of a foreign land and 
deeply grateful for the blessings which En- 
giand and united Europe have brought to 
Turkey we still feel it our privilege and 
duty to make publicly the following protest 
and suggestions which we believe voice 
the sentiments of thousands in England, 
Germany, Russia, France, Italy, Austria, 
Greece, and America. 

“In our judgment the cause of humanity 
demands such a radical change in the gov- 
ernment of the countries constituting the 
Turkish Empire as to secure equal rights 
not only theoretically but practically to all 
the people regardless of social or religious 
differences. 

“If the future peace and prosperity of Eu- 
rope and Asia require the maintenance of 
the Turkish Empire let it be maintained, 
but let the powers that sustain the Sultan 
also compel him to govern properly. This 
cannot be done by simply giving advice or 
accepting promises. For with two races as 
equally divided in numbers as the Turks and 
Armenians, and as bitterly antagonistic as 
they are, the Sultan would be powerless 
to — i out his promises. 

“We are, then, simply voicing the senti- 
ments of Christendom, and of many Mahom-

There 
is no hint of discord between them, and yet 
there is no action or none which goes be- 
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der of three Mussulmans by Armenian riot- 
ers. 

“Perfect tranquillity exists now at Aintal. 
During the affray at the villages of Kouli- 
kinia and Koypounar [Sivas] two Mussul- 
mans and one Armenian were killed and 
three Mussulmans and one Armenian 
wounded. Thanks tothe assurance given by 
the authorities the Armenians who were 
assembled at Tchoukmerzem returned to 
their villages and order was restored.

It was not at all likely to be inspired 
by the Foreign Office, which chooses a dif- 
ferent medium when it desires to communi- 
cate its inner views to the outer world. 

Next day came a message of which the 
inspiration, and the double inspiration, was 
beyond dispute. Lord Salisbury read out 
at a conference of Colonial Agents in Lon- 
don a letter from the Sultan to himself. 
It was an odd occasion to choose if he had 
the choice, but it was plain Lord Salisbury 
had been asked by the Sultan to make the 
letter public at the earliest moment, 

The letter itself was a remarkable docu- 
ment, and it was perhaps even more remark- 
able that it should have been addressed to 
Lord Salisbury. It contained a pledge that 
the promised reforms in Armenia should be 
executed. The Sultan gave his word of 
honor that every article of these reforms 
should be put in force. I see no reason to 
doubt his sincerity. The Radical journals 


of London hoot at him and call him names. 


Their conception of the true meaning of 
the word honor and of the binding obliga- 
tions of a pledge is their own. 

Sultan Dares Not Life Publicly. 

The Sultan is a bad ruler, hé is an Oriental, 
he has ideas of government which are abhor- 
rent to us. It is nevertheless probable, 
though the Radicals annot see this, that he 
may not care to lie publicly, or to volun- 
teer to Europe a personal assurance, the vio- 
lation of which would leave him disgraced 
in the eyes of the world—his own world in- 
cluded. His Moslems y very well be an- 
gry that he should condescend thus to bind 
himself to the infidel, but they will think 
him obliged to make good his bond. 

The letter marks almost a revolution. 
There is not another sovereign in Europe 
who could have addressed such an appeal— 


for it is an appeal as well as a pledge—to a 


subject, It would have no political validity 
unless it came from an absolute despot. In 
a constitutional monarchy or even in a half 
civilized State like Russia a diplomatic 
document would have to go through the 
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action of the Minister. How could they do 
otherwise without.seeming afraid of Arton’s 
expected revelations?

But who knows what evidence he has, and 
why should a case affecting to some extent 
the good will between England and the 
United States be tried in the newspapers 
while the facts are still unknown? We all 
think Lord Dunraven will be 2 in the 
wrong, but we need not hang first and 
try him afterwards.

ONLY DRASTIC MEASURES WILL DO. 


No Confidence Can Be Placed in the 
Sultan’s Promises. 

London, Nov. 23.—The sudden fit of energy 
which convulsed the Sultan of Turkey into 
doing something toward suppressing an- 
archy in Asia Minor, a result of the Marquis 
of Salisbury’s Mansion House speech, seems 
to have spent its force, and Abdul Hamid is 
said to have relapsed into his usual lethargic 
state. | 

Reports of fresh massacres have reached 
here from many points of the disturbed em- 
pire and in brief the Eastern question does 
not appear to be as near solution as it was 
during the early part of the week. There 
has been little change in the nature of the 
problem before the powers, however. Their 
mutual suspicions are acting as drags upon 
them and delay decided action upon their 
part, though the belief still prevails that 
nothing short of drastic measures will bring 
the Sultan to terms for any length of time. 
This step, however, will not be adopted until 
all hopes of a ldyal enforcement of the re- 
forms which Abdul Hamid solemnly prom- 
ised to adopt have vanished. 


Murdered Students Found by a Diver. 

A grim story is published today, taken 
from a private letter from Constantinople, 
according to which a diver, while recently 
engaged in assisting in the work of driving 
piles for a new pier at the Golden Horn, on 
reaching -the sea bottom was surprised to 
find himself surrounded by the bodies of a 
number of men, apparently standing up- 
right around him. Upon investigation the 
diver discovered that they were the corpses 
of students, many of whom were known to 
him personally, who were recently arrested 
Ly the Turkish police and afterwards taken 
out in boats and drowned in the Bosphorus 
for taking part in the recent disturbances 
at Stamboul.

„Pound Party Fund Needed. 


The party to be given Tuesday is called a 
pound party, and every visitor is at liberty 
to bring a pound of something to eat or to 
wear. They will be welcome whether they do 
or not. But they will be doubly welcome if 
they do. Bank notes for a pound or more 
will also be welcome, whether delivered in 
persons or sent in checks through the mails. 

The institution is supported entirely by 
voluntary contributions. It was established 
by the Sisters of Charity in 1881. Since that 


time over 8,000 women and children have 


been cared for in the home. Last year 600 
were taken into the institution. Dr. C. D. 
Bradley is the physician in charge. There 
are a few private wards where patients who 
are able to pay are received; but nine-tenths 
of the work is charity. 

The building is a splendid three-story brick 
structure, located at No, 101 La Salle ave- 
nue, and occupies half a block. It is free 
from debt excepting $30,000. Liberal citi- 
zens have always come to the rescue when 
this place was in need of funds. Now that 
winter is coming on the “pound party“ has 
been thought of as one of the means to re- 
mind the public that winter contributions 
are needed.

He 
cares not to speak of himself, and when 
asked of his mission simply responded that 
he had been asked to undertake it, that it 
was his duty to obey, and that he goes with 
the desire of doing whatever good may lie 
in his power. The family name of Father 
Pamphile Ils Venster. He is a graduate of 
the University of Louvain, and has served 
there as professor of theology all of his life, 
except two years, during which time he oc- 
cupied a similar position in the Seminary 
of Versailles. In addition to being a He- 
brew, Greek, and Latin scholar, he possesses 
a good conversational power of the English 
tongue, so that he will be able to devote him- 
self to his work from the start. 

The Catholic lepers of Molokai, among 
whom he goes to labor, number about 200, 
and at present are cared for by Father 
Vanderlin Muller and Father Louis Con- 
rardy, as well as by a number of self-sac- 
ficing sisters. Father Pamphile will take 
the place of Father Conrardy. He is one 
of a number of priests, brothers, and sis- 
ters who are on their way from Europe to 
the Hawalian Islands, some to engage in 
educational work and others to care for the 
temporal and spiritual needs of the lepers.

The letters that form these two volumes 
were collected and arranged by Mr. Arnold’s 
friend, Mr, George W. E. Russell, who has 
shown great taste and discretion in his 
work. The two books are made up entirely 
of letters with no thread of editor’s text to

One cannot read these letters without hav- 
ing his opinion cf Matthew Arnold changed 
if it is the common one that he was a.cold, 
supercilious man. What Mr. Russell said 
of him is proved by his letters—that he 
was gentle, generous, enduring, laborious, 
a devoted husband, a most tender brother, 
an unfailing friend.“ 

Every letter in these volumes is worth 
reading, though the American reader will 
probably turn with the most eagerness to 
those Written during Mr. Arnold’s lecture 
tour in thiscountry. While these letters are 
perfectly frank there is nothing in them to 
offend the most exacting American citizen. 


Initiatory Courtesies from Americans. 

Before coming to America Mr. Arnold had 
Mr. E. S. Nadal, then attached to the Amer- 
ican Legation in London, down to Cobham 
to give him some points about the new coun- 
try. Mr. Nadal “made himself very pleas- 
ant.“ He was not “spread eagle,“ but yet he 
said he preferred the American landscape 
to the English. This gave Mr. Arnold, who 
had “fancied it quite monotonous,” a new 
interest in it. Probably the most success- 
ful of Mr. Arnold’s lectures in this country 
was the @ne.on Emerson. Before writing 
this lect he reread Emerson, of whom he 
says: “I always found him of more use 
than Oarlyle, and now I think so more than 
ever. I should like to slip away from New 
York and see Concord and the grave where 
Emerson is buried and Boston Bay all by 
myself and then to write my lecture with this 
local color all upon me.” When Mr. Arnold 
set sail from England he took a number of 
introductions with him; the “Secretaries at 
the American Legation thought it better, 
for they said that ‘Lowell only knows at 
home Boston and Cambridge, and his ad- 
vice as to social points cannot be followed 
for America generally.”” Mr. Arnold’s 
first letter from America was written from 
the St. Nicholas club, New York, to his sis- 
ter in England.

WARREN HASTINGS. 


The Private Life ot W Hastings. By 
Sir Charles Lawson. & Co. 


Every schoolboy knows of the trial of 
Warren Hastings, made a fixed picture in 
history through the medium of Macaulay’s 


powerful description, while of the life and 


services of the great Governor General of 
India he knows little or nothing. Had not 
Hastings been impeached he would e been 
littie known as a historic charactér, but 
would have had his name enrolled among 
thousands of others who held high position 
and then gracefully backed off the stage. 
Strange as it may seem, Hastings owes his 
place in the history of his country to the 
desperate efforts of a malignant enemy to 
bring about his ruin, that enemy having been 
Sir Philip Francis, the generally accred- 
ited author of the famous “Junius Letters,“ 
who, as a member of the Indian Council, 
envied Hastings’ position as Governor Gen- 
eral of India and sought to obtain it for him- 
self. Failing in this, he fell to hating Hast- 
ngs and secured his impeachment by the 

ouse of Commons, although in the great 
trial that followed, lasting through seven 
years, the accused was acquitted, despite 
the herculean and unrivaled efforts 
of Edmund Burke, Richard Brinsley Sheri- 
dan, and Charles James Fox, who hurled 
against him the vast power of their sarcasm, 
wit, and full strength of oratory. It was the 
greatest legal battle of the world, and it 
had all the English speaking world for an 
audience. 

Sir Charles Lawson has endeavored to 
picture the private life of Hastings, and has 
not succeeded satisfactorily owing to the 
fact that his subject had practically no pri- 
vate life until after his return from India, 
where he resided a quarter of a century, and 
seven of the years after leaving the Gov- 
ernor-Generalship were given up to his trial. 
Hardly more than mention is made of old 
Sam Johnson’s friendship, of his first wife, 
and of his late marriage to the Baroness 
Imhoff, who survived him, but considerable 
space is devoted to the malevolent Sir 
Philip Francis, Hastings’ career in India 
and his trial. Although the latter cost about 
$500,000, nearly all of his fortune, Hastings 
does not seem to have been much embittered 
by reason of it, but lived to a green old age, 
and apparently enjoyed life in spite of his 
failures to secure pecuniary recompense for 
his losses in the trial. The Prince Regent 
delighted his heart by speaking and writing 
kindly of him, but the royal complaisance 
went ho further than that. Notwithstand- 
ing the drawbacks of ill-health, Hastings 
appears to have been of an even tempera- 
ment, sanguine, and not given to cherishing 
dislikes or hatreds; in spite of a life of tur- 
moil and disturbance in India, he was not 
vindictive toward his enemies, and spent 
little time in thinking about them when they 
were out of his sight. Mild-mannered and 
courteous, it is hard to conceive him the 
bloody-minded monster Burke pictured him 
at the trial; but Hastings as the ruler of 
India and a quiet, country gentleman in 
England were entirely different men. 


WOMAN’S RIBLE IS OUT. 


The Pentateuch. First Part of the New 
Revised Bible for Women. European 
„Publishing Co., New York. Pamphlet. 


A pamphlet which will excite the risibilities 
of those whose sense of reverence it does not 
shock is the first installment of the much- 
talked-of Woman's Bible. It is occupied 
with the Pentateuch and is exceedingly free 
and lively in its style. It has been often 
charged against the gentler sex that it was 
destitute of humor, but up to the present one 
has always regarded the statement as a 
slander. Think of a number of up-to-date 
suffrage-seeking women assembling and dis- 
cussing the prophets of old Israel] from their 
own precious modern point of view. The 
idea is as preposterous as if the venerable 
prophets had foreseen the bloomered bicy- 
cle-woman of today and had recorded their 
impressions of her. Mrs. Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton seems to be responsible for the as- 
tounding criticisms on the Bible which are 
printed in this pamphlet. Col. Ingersoll, 
who has lectured on the “Mistakes of 
Moses,” should extend to her the hand of 
fellowship, for she is nearly as caustic as 
he in making her estimate of the Hebrew 
law-giver. She does not believe, for- in- 
etance, that “any man” ever saw or talked 
—— God or that God inspired the Mosaic 
code. 

Moses, according to Mrs. Stanton, had a 
and constantly treated 
women as infériors. Several women of the 
Rible, who have been looked up to for ages 
with respect, come in for slaps which are 
br no means gentle. Sarah is characterized 
as having been “undignified, untruthful, and 
unkind to Hagar.“ Rachel, it seems, was 
guilty of “theft and decept ion.“ Rebecca 
indulged in practical lying to defraud her 
elder son. The wives of the patriarchs Mrs 
Stanton found to have been generally un- 
truthful, and one a kileptomaniac. And 
this, the critic asserts, illustrates the law 
that the cardinal virtues are seldom found 
in oppressed classes. In other words, the 
men of old times are really responsible for 
the lowered moral tone of their women. 
Mrs. Stanton’s commentaries on the Bible 
are certain to be discussed from one end 
of this country to the other.

EXHIBIT OF THE NEGROES 


MONUMENT TO THEIR MATERIAL 
PROGRESS SEEN AT ATLANTA. 


Some of the Wonders of the Colored 
People’s Contributions at the Cot-. 
ten States Exposition—From the 
Dahomey Village Savagery to 
Banking, Invention, and Fine Arts 
—Educational Exhibit Surprisingly 
Large. 

Atlanta [Ga.] correspondence of the Bos- 
ton Transcript: Some of the visitors to the 
exposition in Atlanta coming from districts 
where knowledge of the negroes is gained 
chiefly from novels and sensational newspa~ 


pers have expressed disappointment that their 


exhibit was not more characteristic of the 
race, as if they still expected to see evi- 
dences of a rude and barbarous people. 
Let those who wish to see uncivilized Afri- 
cans wend their way to the Dahomey Village, 
and then they will find savages, pure and 
simple, but the difference between them and 
the American negro was most aptly ex- 
pressed by an old Georgia mammy herself. 
Viewing the black, half-clothed, unkempt 
natives, she said, with disgust written on 
her countenance, Ughl dey makes me 
ashamed to call myse’f a nigga.” 

There is pathos in the fact that it has been 
the old mammy in the South who has be- 
trayed the greatest interest and an almost 
childish enthusiasm in this exposition of 
negro progress. She knows that for her 
there can be no material advancement, but 
she remembers the old heartburnings and 
vain cravings to be “like white folks“ in 
slavery days, and to see now her children 
and her children’s children advancing in 
the respect of men, their worth acknowl- 
edged not only by the Northerner who freed 
her, but by the Southerner who was once 
her master, is a delight which the younger 
generation cannot comprehend. 

Of all the exhibits that of the negroes is 
the most unique, and naturally of especial 
interest. The building itself was put up by 
the Exposition company, who sympathized 
with the colored people in their desire to 
make a worthy display of their progress, 
and the contractor, the workmen employed 
in its construction, the men and women in 
charge of the different exhibits, the chief of 
the entire department—I. Garland Penn— 
are all negroes, and this exhibition of what 


they have achieved is not only creditable, 
but wonderful. ; 


The Primitive State. 

Their chief aim has been to show the capa- 
bilities and ingenuity of their race, even in 
an uncivilized condition, together with their 
manual skill and intellectual progress when 
given ordinary advantages and training. To 
this end Bishop H. M. Turner has brought 
direct from Africa a large collection of 
curios gathered from the natives of Mon- 
rovia and Sierra Leone. Some of these speci- 
mens of hadicraft are really works of art, 
some are excellent examples of their powers 
of invention, others prove their innate be- 
lief in a highér power, while all are interest- 
ing, even if not shown in connection with the 
advancement of the American negro. That 
which first attracts the attention is a beauti- 
ful quilt, the work of Mme. Ricks, a civilized 
native African. This specimen of needle- 
work is made of red, white, and green silk, 
representing the coffee tree in bloom, and 
is the fac-simile of one made by the same 
person and presented to Queen Victoria. 
There is also a sacred robe made of flax, 
which is worn by the native priests. In ap- 
pearance it is similar to a surplice, and is 
embroidered in figures, each of which has 
some special significance. A black embroid- 
ered bag is shown, which is used by a native 
Mohammedan priest to carry his manuscript 
in, and is considered very holy and sacred. 

A prayer is engraved on & smooth board in 
curious hieroglyphics only understood by a 
favored few. Evidences of their inherent 
superstition are peculiar charms, some of 
fur worn on the arm to guard against 
danger in war, others worn on the neck, and 
still ‘others to be worn around the waist 
There are spoons which are invariably car: 
ried by each individual for fear of being 
conjured by using that of another. Slave 
whips have six knotted leather straps, and 
one is short and tipped with a black brush 
which is carried as a sign ot royalty. There 
are curious needlebooks, handbags, leather 
water bottles which are used in war, an 
African war drum, or ‘‘tom-tom,’’ ornament- 
ed elk powderhorns, swords, war knives, 
besides sandals, immense hats for both men 
and women, and bracelets made of black 
porcelain and elephant hoofs. But their 
greatest skill is shown in hand-woven mat- 
tings and Juxurious hammocks, carved cala- 
bashes used as dishes, carved canes, and 
the wooden image of a man who had done 
some great deed, which proves that even the 
natives have artistic talents lying dormant 
only for the want of proper development 


Ex-Slaves Show Their Progress. 

Near to this exhibit is that of the Georgia 
negroes, one corner being reserved mostly 
for the work of tie older ones who have 
been slaves. There is a large display of 
canned fruits, preserves, jellies, and pickles, 
so delicious in appearance as to make one 
long to taste them, all the work of one wom- 
an—the wife of Elijah Bass. A large rug is 
woven by another, with the figure of a lion, 
all the colors of which were selected accord- 
ing to her own judgment, A beautiful 
mosaic table has been constructed of thirty- 
five different Georgia woods, which the own- 
er says he put together on the “crazy” 
patchwork plan, and contains in all 736 
pieces, A white spread has been knitted 
entirely of cotton wrapping twine, which 
came around packages from time to time. 
Not a piece was bought. A “tidy’’ Was made 
on the same plan, with colored twine, nicely 
shaded. 

A silk quilt, made by a woman nearly 70 
years of age, is composed of at least 1,000 
pieces, and patience must have been her 
watchword. Another neatly made quilt, 
with the letter B in each square, Was made 
by a blind woman. But the question asked 
by the exhibitor in charge of each inter- 
ested spectator is, Have you seen the Bib- 
lical quilt?’ It seems to be her especial 
pride and the admiration of all the colored 
visitors. It was made long ago by à poor, 
ignorant slave who could not read, and 
whose only knowledge of the Bible was the 
stories told her by others more fortunate. 

Fach square represents one of these sto- 
ries, and the result would be amusing if it 
were not curious as a study of the impres- 
sions of an unenlightened mind when told of 
things she cannot understand. The founda- 
tion is made of pink calico, and the figures 
are then stitched on. There is Satan amid 
the seven stars, Satan himself made of the 
blackest material that could be found. Ja- 
cob’s dream is represented by an afigel with 
wings strongly resembling the modern 
sleeve, on a wonderful ladder, with a figure 
lying at the foot. There is Cain when he 
went in the land of Nod to get him a wife, 
surrounded by numerous animals, and a card 
affixed imparts the information that the 
yellow animal is a lion.“ The Last Supper 
is represented by several light figures and 
one dark, which is Judas. The Crucifixion, 
however, is the most curious of all: her idea 
of darkness over the earth being represent- 
ed by two black balls hovering just over the 
three figures on the crosses. 

Another quilt is exhibited by the daughter 
of a woman who made it, and written on a 
card are these words: “This quilt was made 
by my mother in the dark days of slavery, 
while my father held the torch for her to 
sew. Here are also spreads the cotton of 
which was picked, carded, and spun by the 
same persons who wove them; old-fashioned 
cookery in a glass case, and old blue china 
which had been given by mis to maid in 
the days of affluence and luxury. 


Ingenuity of the Colored Boy. 
There are several specimens of the in- 
genuity of the colored boy. One of these isa 
miniature brick house, the bricks themselves 
having been made by the young builder. An- 


has developed inte a useful igen, and 
these displays are the products of students, 
showing their diversified talents. It is a 
surprise to find that there are so many of 
them, six alone being located in Atlanta. 
Each of these shows its individual plan of 
work, giving specimens of what is accom- 
plished, and the Spelman Seminary exhibit 
is characterized by a daintily furnished room 
as an example of their training school for 
nurses. The negro is instinctively a good 
nurse, being gentle, apt, and sympathetic, 
and the scientifie training is a departure 
— results in an especial advantage to 
etn. 


State School Exhibits. 


Each Southern State is represented by its 
schools, besides several from the District of 


Columbia, Howard University having a fine . 
schoo 


display, being the only colored in the 
country supported entirely by the govern- 
ment. The Hampton Normal and Agricult- 
ural Institute has the largest and finest ex- 
hibit of all, and is, perhaps, the leading 
colored school in the world. The principle 
upon which it is founded is that of “self- 
help,“ and it would seem from the work 
shown that there is no department in either 
the industrial or academic line that is not 
successfully taught. The academic work is 
represented by a large screen which shows 
the methods and results in their teaching. 
Special attention is given to the department 


of agriculture, and a large glass case con- 


taining specimens illustrates the manner of 
teaching the art of scientific farming. A 
beautiful hand-carved mahogany mantel, a 
handsome oak hall set, and several articles 
of furniture are examples of the students’ 
skill in cabinet work. A case of finely fin- 
ished steel tools attracts much attention, as 
does also a light pony phaeton and a trotting 
buggy. A school uniform and a suit of citi- 
zen's clothes, shirts, and overalls, two 
dresses, several suits of underwear, speci- 
mens of darning, buttonholes, and patching 
show the finished work in every detail in the 
tailoring and dressmaking departments. 

It is a great work that Hampton is accom- 
plishing, and while there is an endowment 
fund of $20,000 yearly $75,000 more is neces- 
sary, which, I am told, is given largely by 
generous citizens of Boston. 

As a direct result of their training Prof 
Booker T. Washington founded the Normal 
and Industrial Institute at Tuskegee, Ala. 
The late Gen. Armstrong, who has done so 
much for the enlightenment of both young 
Indians and negroes, has often said that if 
Hampton had done nothing else worthy of 
praise he should have been fully repaid in 
the training and commissioning of so re- 
markable and useful a man as Booker Wash- 
ington.’’ The exhibit of this school, which, 
by the way, is located in the very midst of 
what is known asthe Black Belt of Alabama, 
would have attracted attention even if its 
principal had not lately sprung into such 


‘wide prominence, but now it is the object 


not only of idle curiosity but of deep and 
appreciative interest. Here, also, one sees 
that the underlying principle of the insti- 
tute is to combine labor with study, and 
develop thrift and industry as well as in- 
tellect. It is learned that there are fifty- 
two buildings belonging to the school, sixty- 
five teachers employed, and twenty-eight 
different trades taught. 

In the agricultural line there are speci- 
mens of oats, sugar-cane, cotton, *millet, 
pumpkins, corn, and seeds, and a large dis- 
play of canned fruits and vegetables. The 
climate of Alabama making bee culture 
profitable, there are many jars of clear 
golden honey. A large portion of the school 
land being beds of clay, brick-making is one 
of the industries, and samples of these are 
shown. There are complete sets of hand- 
carved furniture, carriages, wagons, and 
wheelbarrows from the wheelwright shop; 
steel tools from the Blacksmith shop: tin 
sets and bright kitchen utensils from the tin 
shop: well-made shoes from the shoe shop; 
sets of hand-made harness from the harness 
shop, and specimens of books from the print- 
ing department. Then there are suits of 
clothes from the tailoring department, neatly 
finished dresses, and a fine display of all 
kinds of fancy work. There are also ex- 
hibits showing the work of theological and 
medical schools, the largest of the latter be- 
ing that uf the Meharry Medical College of 
Nashville, Tenn., which is under the care of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


Finance and Art. 


The abilities of colored men as financiers 
are a matter of surprise to many of the vis- 
itors, and the exhibits of banking houses at- 
tract considerable attention. There is one 
in the South Carolina department—that of 
the South Carolina Banking Association in 
Florence. Another is from Richmond, Va., 
and gives interesting information as to its 
financial condition. This is the first colored 
Savings bank, was founded by P 
Browne of Georgia, and reports a surplus 
of $25,000 and an amount fo the credit of de- 
positors.of over $60,000. 

In a portion of the building, quite by itself, 
is an exhibit of the patents of colored men. 
This, the negroes say, does not do them 
justice. Some of these, however, have been 
quite successful and brought the inventors 
in a handsome revenue. Among them are 
the Reynolds car ventilator, which is in use 
on the Pullman cars: a fire-escape ladder 
by J. R. Winter, a lubricator by E. J. Mc- 
Coy, an overshoe for horses by Robert 
Coates, and Hillyer’s evaporating pan for 
hot-air registers. This exhibit is in charge 
of the wife of Henry L. Bailey, she herself 
having prepared a cook-book which she sells 
as a souvenir of the exposition. 

The largest art exhibit is that of the Ama- 
teur Art club of Washington. In this col- 
lection are crayons, pastels, and oil paint- 
ings, conspicuous among which are portraits 
of Frederick Dcuglass and Blanche K. 
Pruce, and a painting of a French battle- 
field called Abandoned.“ A particularly 
fine display of photography is the work of 
Daniel Freeman. The statuary is by W. C. 
Hill and shows rare talent, especially as he 
has never had a lesson given him. The plas- 
ter cast of the Negro with Chains Broken, 
but Not Off,” represents a tall, brawny 
African, looking intently at chains which 
are asunder, but still confining his wrists. 
The idea expressed is typical of the condi- 
tion of the colored race for years after their 
emancipation. The Obstinate Shoe” is 
worthy of the praise it receives, as is also 
the bust of Douglass. 


Sculpture and Literature. 


A bust of Charles Sumner not in the above 
collection is pointed to with pride by the ne- 
groes, it having been executed by Edmonia 
Lewis, a colored sculptor of unusual talent, 
who is now residing in Rome. The work of 
still another distinguished artist is a paint- 
ing by H. O. Tanner, which has been lent by 
its present owner, R. C. Ogden of the firm 
of John Wanamaker. Tanner is now located 
in Paris, and it is said that his work in the 
last salon received quite a complimentary 
notice. In the North Carolina exhibit is a 
painting entitled “Pharaoh's Horses,“ by a 
14-year-old boy named W. P. Penn. 

The attainments of the negroes in the line 
of literature, however, are perhaps a truer 
proof of their intellectual abilities than any- 
thing else could possibly be, and in an ex- 
hibit marked Miscellaneous“ are some sev- 
enty books which have been written by col- 
ored men and women. . 

There have been 150 books published by 
them altogether since the war, and as some 
of these books went through several edi- 
tions entirely on their own merits, their 
authorship being unknown, it cannot, be 
said that sentiment ruled their reading. 
This, only thirty years after a period when 
it was a criminal offense to even teach a 
slave his letters! What could be more sig- 
nificant of what the negro will be in the 
future? 

Northern visitors seem to be especially in- 
terested in the negro exhibit, and it is nat- 
ural that they should be so. Those who 
fought to free what they felt to be an op- 
pressed race, those who have since given 
largely and freely pecuniary aid toward 
their civilization and education, and those 
who have spent years of active service in 
their behalf, all view with peculiar pride 
the visible proof of the success which has 


crowned their efforts.

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J ART AND ARTISTS. § 
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The exhibition at the Art Institute of 
paintings in oil and water colors by artists 


ot the Glasgow school, certain Danish ar- 


tists, and others, was opened by receptions 
on Monday and Tuesday evenings and to 
the general public on Wednesday. It is 
creating more than common interest for it 
illustrates very forcibly a phase of art, and 
a tendency toward certain particulars of 
pictorial representation, that, contrasted 
with the exhibition of American art in the 
south galleries, forces criticisms and ob- 
servations that are valuable and entertain- 
ing. The much lauded Glasgow pictures are 
a success, not in final achievement alone, 
but in splendid possibilities as well. They 
stand for something fresh, new, strong, and 
individual. There can be nothing absolute- 
ly new in art, so the springs of inspiration 
of many of the works here exhibited may 
be easily traced to Whistler, above all their 
apostle of tome and decorative delicacy 
to Corot, the master of imaginative and 
poetic landscape; to the Japanese for 
color and oriental suggestiveness, as well 
as to others. But unlike many of our Amer- 
ican artists who are prone to imitation they 
have absorbed and digested the beauties and 
truths of the masters and reproduce 
through their own artistic natures a new 
and powerfully individual impression. 

The distinctive feature of their picture- 
making is a frank acceptance of decorative 
qualities, and; above all else, and the secret 
of a certain uniformity running through all 
their varied and personally interpreted pict- 
ures, is this decorative feeling. They are 
thorough students of tone and value, are 
good draftsmen, and are generally strong, 
even rich, in color. In carrying to the gal- 
leriesof American pictures the eye filled with 
the impressions of color and decorative ef- 
fect of the Glasgow pictures, we detect.al- 
most instantly a lighter, thinner, weaker, 
more empty look to the American pictures. 
Certainly these Glasgow men are telling the 
artists and public something about colors 
and a pictorial something our own pictures 

ck. 

0 goes without saying that this Glasgow 
art has some shortcomings, but to get any 
good out of an exhibition we must put our- 
sclves in sympathy with the artists, and try 
and feel what they felt and were endeavor- 
ing to express, and not immediately say 
they are too colored, too black, too queer, 
and other too toos besides. These pictures 
are undeniably strong in a fine artistic dec- 
orative quality, rich in splendid color, tone, 
and value, are full of an imaginative, poetic 
quality our own work so sadly lacks, and, 
with all this, are individual in conception 
and painted in a manner personal to the art- 
ist. This is high praise, and these pictures 
deserve it from Chicago, as they have merit- 
ed it in all the centers of art in the Old World. 

The Danish pictures are fewer in number, 
less showy in appearance, and much more 
modest in style, still they strike a vigorous, 
truthful, native note that is exceedingly re- 
freshing. Where the Glasgow men are wise 
and professional these Danish artists are 


naive as children. No painting can be more 


direct and simple. So simple and unsophis- 
ticated is it that many pass this exhibition 
by as being very commonplace. A second 
look, however, at Kroéyer’s Summer,“ for 
instance, will discover a most beautiful 
picture, beautiful in color, sentiment, and 
artistic charm. A rosebush loaded with 
white flowers half fills the canvas, and 
makes an arcade of lovely bloom, under 
which, and somewhat distant, a woman is 
seated in an easy chair, reading in an at- 
mosphere of gentle summer warmth. 

With pictures such as we are now able to 
study at the institute we are sure to find 
something quite to our taste. Art is many- 
sided, and with the decorative power of the 
Scotchman, the native charm and directness 
of the Danes, and the fresh, buoyant, high- 
keyed pictures of the Americans the specta- 
tor can find much to enjoy and very much 
to be confused about. If the tired student 
needs something to quiet the nerve and rest 
the eye let him set down before the head by 
Rembrandt in the room of the Dutch mas- 
ters. All will be calm and quiet, a gentle, 
soothing influence, sweet as the air in 
Kröyer's picture, comes over him, and im- 
perceptibly he finds himself refreshed and 
¢ager to see again the marvelous but unex- 
plainable colored productions by Hornel in 
the Glasgow room.

The Rinehart Roman scholarship, already 
spoken of in this column, has been awarded 
by the Advisory Council, of which J. Q. A.

HENRY IRVING TALKS ON MACBETH. 


His Inetructive Address to the stu- 
dents of Columbia College. 

Henry Irving recently delivered an ad- 
dress before the students of Columbia Col- 
lege and some of their friends. He said: 

“I appreciate very much the honor of ap- 
pearing before the scholars and students of 
this great university today and I have 
thought that the best subject on which I 
might address you would be one bearing on 
my ownart. For this reason I have chosen 
the character of Macbeth. 

“The generally received opinion regarding 
Macbeth has been that of a good man who 
has gone wrong under the influence of a 
wicked and dominant wife. This tradition 
has been in force for many years and was 
mainly due to the powerful rendering of 
the character of Lady Macbeth by Mrs. 
Siddons, whose strong personality lent 
itself to the view of an essentially powerful 
and dominant woman; and, as the play 
was not given as often as might have been 
expected, the tradition flourished without 
challenge of any kind, save now and 
then some scholarly comment which prac- 
tically never reached the masses. Now, I 
should like it today to be our work to ex- 
amine briefiy this proposition. I think we 
Shall find that Shakspeare has in his text 
given Macbeth as one of the most bloody- 
minded, hypocritical villains in all his long 
gallery of portraits of men instinct with the 
virtues and vices of their kind. It is in the 
very text that, before the opening of the 
play—before the curtain rises upon it—Mac- 
beth had not only thought of murdering 
Duncan, but had even broached the subject 
to his wife, and that this vague possibility 
became a resolute intention under stress of 
unexpected developments; that although 
Macbeth played with the subject, and even 
cultivated assiduously a keen sense of the 
horrors of his crimes, his resolution never 
really slackened, Thus we find that the very 
first suggestion of murder comes from him 
on the occasion of his meeting with the 
witches, and the subsequent approach of 
Ross and Angus. 

Why do I yield to that suggestion. 
Whose horrid image doth unfix my hair. 
My thought whose murder yet is but fantastical? 

Sir Henry proceeded then at length to ex- 
pound his conception of the character, quot- 
ing liberally from the lines of the play. In 
conclusion he said: 

We are sometimes told that Shakspeare 
did not intend to make Macbeth a psycho- 
logical study. He did make him so, and it 
is sufficient that we find his intent in the 
result, for Shakspeare was not only the 
greatest dramatist and the great poet of all 
time, but he was also a psychologist of 
every phase of human character and human 
thought, and the accomplished and perfect 
master of every trick and turn of human 
thought, from the loftiest to the basest. 
Lavater says that a man can only be a per- 
fect physiognomist who has all the good 
qualities, for even the best of men has in 
him enough of the old Adam to enable him 
to think evil, whereas the evil man cannot 
think the highest good. The wide range of 
Shakspeare’s intellectual sympathies fixes 
his high place even by this rule of judgment.

DEBY SPEECH CONCEAIS THE REAL 


The speech 3751. — Debs at the armory 
was a long one and, although prepared with 
much care and written out, contained very 
little that was new in respect to his conflict 
with the railroads and the courts—not even 
the quota tions. It was a reiteration of the old 
plea in defense of his attack on the railroad 
common carriers, with the same careful 
avoidance and suppression of the real point 
at issue between him and the judicial au- 
thorities who jailed him. 

He said, as on previous occasions, that— 

It must be borne in mind that the American 
Railway Union did not challenge the government. 
It threw down no gauntlet to courts or armies— 
it simply resisted the invasion of the rights of 
workingmen by corporations. It ehallenged and 
Gefied the power of corporations. 

This is a curious misstatement. No cor- 
porations had attacked the rights of the rail- 
waymen who struck under the lead of Debs 
and Howard. The railway strikers had no 
grievances to complain of. At least they 


alleged none. They did not ask for higher 


wages or for shorter hours; nor did they 
throw up their jobs because they were asked 
to work for longer hours or lower pay. In- 
stead of resisting the twenty-three railroad 
common carriers centering in Chicago, they 
attacked them, and undertook to tie them up 
and prevent them from running their trains 
in the public service. Debs did not deny 
that notorious fact in his three-hour speech. 
And yet it is very important that it should 
be clearly understood that the Debs assault 
on the twenty-three railway common car- 
riers was made in the hope that they might 
be forced to do something for strikers who 
were not railroad employés at all, It was a 
“ sympathetic” strike, and so far did the 
sympathies of the assailants carry them 
that they refused to allow the roads which 
had employed them to hire men to take their 
abandoned places. 

They went so far as to throw trains off the 
tracks and to burn them in order to prevent 
the roads from carrying out their contracts 
with the public as common carriers and 
with the government for transporting the 
mails. 

The moment Debs and his supporters be- 
gan acting in that way on the roads their 
war became one against the public and upon 
the government itself. It became a war on 
the common carriers of the country in gross 
violation of the inter-State commerce laws. 

To the extent that those common carriers 
were prevented from discharging duties 
which the laws of Congress impose on them, 
and that inter-State commeree was deprived 
of the rights secured to it by those laws. 
to that extent was Debs making war on the 
government of his country. It is strange 
that he did not see it and so consider it. 
Debs says in his speech: 

In the great battle of labor fought in 1804 be- 
tween the American Railway Union and ‘the 
frailway] corporations banded together under the 
name of the General Managers’ Association“ vie- 
tory would have perched upon the standards of 
labor if the battle had been left to those eontend- 
ing forces. 

That is to say, he would have won if the 
courts and the President had not stepped 
in and intervened and stopped the assault 
on the common carriers. But in that event 
the defeated party would not have been 
alone the Railroad General Managers’ Asso- 
ciation, but the general public through para- 


_lyzing the iuter- State commerce of the coun- 


try, which the Constitution places in the 
exclusive charge of the National Govern- 
ment. Even though the government did 
interpose for its protection that ecommerce 


suffered far more than the railroad com- 


panies. Had not the government inter- 
posed the public would have lost dollars 
where the .roads lost cents. Did not Debs 


_know that? 


Debs says he did not “ challenge the gov- 
ernment.” He challenged it when he as- 
saulted inter-State commerce, and the com- 
He 
may have hoped that the challenge would 
not be accepted by the Federal Government, 
but it was, and his attack on the roads and 
on inter-State commerce was defeated. It 
would be much honester for Debs to state 
the facts as they are and not allege that he 
got into trouble simply because he made 
war on railroad corporations. 

‘He complained also of the injunction of 

the Federal Court which he disobeyed and 
of the sentence imposed on him for his dis- 
obedience. Ile contended in his speech, as 
before, that the injunction was wrongly 
issued and that it was wrong to send him 
to jail without a jury trial for disregarding 
it. If he had not made war on inter-State 
commerce and mail transportation, which 
are expliciZily under the protection of the 
Federal Government, no national court 
would have enjoined him, 

No one could learn from his speech the 
fact that the Supreme Court of the United 
States, the highest interpreter of the Con- 
stitution and the laws, has passed on his 
case and has decided against him unan- 
imously. It sustained Judge Woods in issu- 
ing his injunction and in punishing Debs 
for contempt in disregarding it. The Su- 
preme Court of the United States was able to 
see against whom Debs was making war, 


even if he did not, and until Debs or those 


who think like him can secure votes enough 
to make a new Supreme Court of their own 
sentiments, and until they can elect a Con- 
gress which will repeal the laws which pro- 
tect inter-State commerce and mail carry- 
ing, any man who does what Debs did must 
expect a severer punishment than he re- 
ceived.

HOPKINS AND DEBS. 
Friday night Debs said: 

In reply to the charge that John P. Hopkins 
used Eugene V. Debs as a tool, I here declare to- 
night that no man can use Eugene V. Debs. [Vo- 
ciferous 1 I am in duty bound to say 


1 in simple justice to John P. Hopkins that he never 


attempted to use Eugene V. Debs as a tool. The 
great Pullman strike was authorized by the Amer- 
ican Railway Union. 

This is not responsive to the charge. No- 
body said that Hopkins tried to make a 


tool of Debs. Nobody denied that the 


“ American Railway Union” ordered the 
strike against the railway common carriers. 
Howard's public statement last July was 
that at a meeting at which he, Debs, Mayor 
Hopkins, and his partner, Secord, were 
present Howard said the plan was to call 
out all the men at the Pullman repair shops 
so the cars could not be used; that plan,‘ 
Secord replied, would not work, and sug-

words, and he should have got Howard to 
take back what he told the public. Evi- 
dently Debs fancied the specific charge 
made against Hopkins had been utterly for- 
gotten, and that his own statement in the 
speech that the ex-Mayor “ did not use him 
as a tool” would be a complete vindication 
of that individual, but it is not a satisfac- 
tory refutation of what his lieutenant, How- 
ard, told the public. | 
SCHLATTER AND HIS HEALING. . 

The Springiield (Mass.) Republican makes 
the timely suggestion that Schlatter, the 
Denver healer, deserves to be studied scien- 
tifically. Schlatter differs so widely from 
all other alleged Messiahe or “ healers” 
that the proposition to study him from a 
scientifie point of view is a reasonable one, 
and the investigation ought not to be com- 
plicated since it involves only his person- 
ality. Schlatter has no paraphernalia, no 
mysterious surroundings, no ceremony of 
any description, no church, no organization 
of any kind behind him. Hc is plain Schlat- 
ter, working by himself quictly and without 
boasting, seeking neither honor, fame, nor 
profit. He has stood in the streets of Den- 
ver for many weeks simply*shaking hands 
with those who have been attracted to him 
with the hope of having their ailments 
cured, or holding their handkerchiefs or 
some other article of personal property for 
a moment. Out of the thousands who have 
visited him hundreds and hundreds have 
claimed to be cured, and they have given 
their testimony in the most enthusiastic 
manner, among them many persons well 
known in the business and social world. 
He has no foilowing and does not wish to 
have one. Ile desires no other company 
than hisown. Attimes he withdraws from 
the public view, and just now he is in one of 
these periods of seclusion, having been lo- 
cated at some point remotc from Denver, 
where he is rcported to be fasting. 

Certainly this is a unique personality, 
deserving of study. It ought to be possible 
for unprejudiced physicians of Denver, if 
there are such, to study the alleged cures 
and ascertain whether they are genuine or 
merely the fancies of those who have been 
so strongly impressed by the personality of 
Schlatter. In any event a very short time 
will suflice te determine whether these have 
been real cures. If they have not it will be 
the end of Schlatter and ho will disappear 
from the public view as speedily as he came 
into it. Meanwhile the personality of this 
man remains, The idea of trickery or char- 
latanism does not seem to attach to him. 
Quacks and cliarlatans are always inspired 
either by the desire for notoriety or personal 
gain. Schlatter shuns notoriety. He does 
not care to be identified with any following. 
He has no ambition to organize a sect. 
Whenever money has beer: offered him he 
has rejected it. All that he cares for is 
food and shelter, and just now, if reports 
are true, he does not care for the former. 
The ordinary incentives for seeking pub- 
licity are absent in his case. He does not 
manifest any self- assertion except that of 
the gift of healing, and the implication that 
this gift proceeds out of himself at the 
direction of some one whom he calls “ the 
father.“ As a pyschological study, there- 
fore, Schlatter is most interesting, whether 
he be simply a hypnotist working by sug- 
gestion, or merely a stronger mind acting 
upon weaker ones without any supernatural 
assistance, If his methods are neither of 
these and if he is only a quack, then cer- 
tainly he is the most remarkable charlatan 
who has ever appeared in connection with 
healing, since he is destitute of every motive 
that usually actuates swindlers of this 
class. 

It is almost inconceivable, a quack with- 
out any desire for notoriety or persona! 
gain. The interesting statement by Judge 
Stansell of Denver printed in last Sunday's 
TRIBUNE, who knew him before he began 
practicing healing, throws much light upon 
Schlatter's methods and peisonality. In an 
interview the Judge says: 

He probably heals a case here and there, just as 
the faith curists do. I see you look doubtingly at 
this statement. Let me explain. He has strong 
magnetic or hypnotic power, and in certain cases 
of nervous or mental trouble, and often in miore 
serious phases of disease arising from disordered 
mental and nervous forces, he can effect a cure by 
acting upon a dormant will power, and undouht- 
edly has helped many people so afflicted.’’ 

Then you think he is crafty and is trading upon 
the credulity of the people?“ 

“By no means—directly. Indirectly, maybe. 
I think he is honest, as all deluded people are, and 
is doing his best to aid suffering humanity. . Prob- 
ably he does not yet understand his own condition 
or his gift, as his deluded followers call it, and is 
feeling his way.“ 

Do you think it is honest to claim to be the 
Messiah!“ 

“Certainly not. But I do not think he does claim 
that. As I understand it, he merely claims to be 
a Messiah, and the unthinking people easily make 
the blunder of substituting ‘the’ for a. 

It is evident from this statement that 
Judge Stansell believes Schlatter to be a 
man laboring under an honest delusion. 
This would not detract, however, from the 
interest of a scientific study of the nature 
of the man and the commotion he has 
caused among so many persons not supposed 
to be laboring under delusions. 


THE GREAT NORTHWEST CITY WATER 
TUNNEL. 


Work began yesterday on another big 
tunnel system for the supply of water to 
residents of this city. The whole work will 
include a lake tunnel three miles in length. 
the land end of which will be near Oak 
street, and a ten-foot bore from that point 
to the corner of Green and Indiana streets. 
From the latter point an eight-foot tunnel 
will run southwest to near the intersection 
of West Forty-eighth and Van Buren 
streets, and another northwest under and 
beyond Humboldt Park. The total length 
under lake and land will be about twelve 
miles, and the depth nearly.a hundred feet 
below the land surface, a large part of it 
being through solid rock. The work is ex- 
pected to be finished in about two years 
from now. It will involve a total expendi- 
turs of perhaps not much less than four 
million dollars, this including the cost of the 
érib in the lake and the pumping apparatus 
on shore. The part of the work which will 
be under the lake has not yet been con- 
tracted for, and perhaps will be the latest to 
be finished as well as the last to be begun. 

This improvement is the largest ever 
undertaken by the city, though far less 
risky than the construction of the first lake 
tunnel, which was finished soon after the 
close of the war. The running of a tunnel 
far under the lake then was a new idea, 


great drainage canal, which in more than a 


respect is entitled to be rated as one 
of the wonders cf the world. It may be: 
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# that during the last three years the pressure 


all over the North Division has been so much 
reduced by connections with the Northwest 
that the supply was absolutely scanty much 
of the time, and always far less than it 
ought to have been. The trouble will not 
be ended by the beginning of work on the 
new tunnel. It will be experienced for a 
couple of years yet, and during that time 
may increase some with the growth of 
population. But it will be easier to endure 
while the people have the prospect of a 
remedy in the not far distant future, and 
the improvement will be worth to the people 


far more than the necessary cost of the 


work. 


“THE WOMAN’S BIBLE.” 

“ Creeds, codes, scriptures, and statutes 
are all based on this idea that woman was 
made after man; for him; and an inferior 
being; subject to him. The Bible, it is 
claimed, teaches that woman brought sin 
and death into the world by giving heed to 
the serpent's smooth talk, and thus precipi- 
tated the “ fall” of the race; that she was 
arraigned before/the judgment seat of 
heaven, tried, condemned, and sentenced, 


and her husband with her for following her 


advice, and both were then turned out of 
the garden. Hence the Genesis story is not 
fair to women: But we are far from being 
agreed as to whether it would be best to re- 
pudiate Genesis altogether, or to have a new 
edition of that book, in which all derogatory 
allusions to woman shall be expurgated or 
changed to suit our ideas of propriety. And 
the same to several other books of the Bible 
where she is placed in an inferior position 
as compared with the male sex. 

This, substantially, is the attitude of the 
women who have written a book of criticism 
upon a few of the verses contained in the 
Pentateuch, and called the collection The 
Woman’s Bible. Part I.” It is admitted 
in the introduction that those who have 
undertaken the work “ may not be able to 
get help from the class of Hebrew and 
Greek scholars who are versed in biblical 
criticism.” But that does not daunt them. 
It is claimed (page 15) that the first pair 
was made in the image of Elohum (the 
gods), male and female.” Man and woman 
were created simultaneously and of equal 
importance an developing the race. They 
were created in the image of the Heavenly 
Mother and Father.” On page 19 we read: 
It cannot be maintained that woman was 
inferior to man, even if, as asserted in Chap. 
2, she was created after him, without at 
once admitting that man is inferior to the 
creeping things, because created after 
them.” Then we are told that the conduct 
of Adam was dastardly. He received, be- 
fore Eve was formed, the command not to 
eat of the fruit of the tree, and whispered 
it to the woman, who then listened to the 
voice of the tempter, and Adam whined out 
that it was the fault of his wife, whose name 
ought to be translated Life,“ because she 
was the mother of all living. 

Much room is occupied in the complaints 
that the Jews of Bible tires believed the 
males to be the superior sex. Women are 
mentioned little more than incidentally in 
the Pentateuch. Let “you cannot find a 
direct command of God or Christ for the 
wife to obey the husband,” and in the two 
instances in which Sarah is reported to 
have obeyed Abraham God had to interfere 
with a miracle to save them from the result 
of that obedience. Sarah desired Abraham 
to drive Hagar away, and the Lord told 
him to obey her wishes. But one of the 
writers admits that the marriage customs 
of the Bible are “ serenely beautiful and 
chaste compared with some that are wholly 
of man’s invention,“ and says it is a comfort 
to reflect that among the Hebrews we find 
women holding the dignified position in the 
family that was held by Sarah and Re- 
bekah. In another place we see it stated 
that Potiphar was “ Pharaoh’s eunuch, 
chief of the cooks,” which throws a new 
light on the story of Joseph and the woman 
who was Potiphar's wife only in name.” 

It is valuable to find in this review book 
such assurances as that only men were 
commanded to rest on the seventh or Sab- 
bath day, the women having to work as 
usual, and that under the Jewish dispensa- 
tion the women, like the priests, were not 
counted, possibly for the same reason that 
once was hell valid in the United States, 
that they were too good to mingle in polit- 
ical circles. Also that “ the first chapter 
of Genesis is not the real record of the crea- 
tion of the world, but is merely a symbol- 
ical description of the composite nature of 
man: that being which is male and female 
in one,“ and that while in one breath the 
priests will preach the inferiority of woman, 
in the next they will chant the Magnificat 
round the world. 

It would seem to an unprejudiced observer 
that the cause of woman is not to be helped 
by this publication, that it is one of the 
things it would have been better to leave 
undone. It does not seem to have occurred 
to any one of the talented writers that the 
Bible credits men as well as women with 
having occupied a rather low plane of men- 
tal and moral development in the earlier 
history of the race, that the record appears 
to be true, in this particular at least, and 
that it is likely to stand in spite of their ef- 
forts to change it. In those rough times 
the relatively gentle nature of woman nat- 
urally kept ber in the background, but when 
one of them showed herself a heroine the 
fact seems to have been willingly acknowl- 
edged by the other sex, and her faults of 
character were recorded along with her 
virtues. There is more room for the equal- 
ity of the sexes now than there was in Jew- 
ish Bible times, when the ability to fight in- 
vaders was of far more consequence than 
the right te vote, and woman is being ac- 
corded her rights to an extent never before 
known, perhaps not even in the times of the 
„ Matriarchate,” which one of the writers 
of The 22 Bible professes to 
think was the mark of a high state of civili- 
zation, an idea which certainly is open to 
grave question. But no one can dispute 
the claim that the book is the product of 
diverse ingenuity, and if some of the thought 
be misdirected that can be said of many 
productions of men as well as of women. 


ONE LESSON or THE RECENT FIRES. 

There is one lesson which the two recent 
fires in this city have taught which cannot 
be too earnestly or promptly heeded, and 
that is the necessity of providing better 
means of escape from burning buildings, 
especially those buildings in which hundreds 
of men, women, and children are employed. 
Fortunately at the Canal street fire no lives 
were lost, but this. a 
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buildings are on fire. It would be difficult 
to devise protection for the brave men who 
deliberately face the risks of death, 

as we may admire their heroism or honor 
their memory when terrible fate overtakes 
them. But in these tall buildings in the 
business district, stocked with inflammable 
goods on every story, thereby making them 
as veritable fire traps as the old-fashioned 
buildings, notwithstanding their solid con- 
struction, there are-hundreds of employés, 
mostly young women, who are apt to be- 
come panic-stricken.at the first sign of dan- 
ger. They should have the amplest protec- 
tion. The owners of these buildings should 
provide every possible method of fire escape 
and employers should instruct them how to 
guard themselves in case of fire and tell 
them what to do in order to avert a panic. 
Chief Swenie sounded a timely warning the 
other day when he declared that these tall, 
sky-scraping buildings, stocked with mer- 
chandise, were doubly dangerous in case of 
fire, especially those in which the outside 
casing is simply a veneer of stone or brick. 
His warning and the sad fatality of Friday 
only emphasize the duty of guarding the 


lives of those employed in them in every 


possible way. 


THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 

It was reported a few days ago that New 
York and London capital has been secured 
for the construction of the Nicaragua Canal 
and that Chicago engineers and contractors 
will play a leading part in the great inter- 
national undertaking. The tremendous 
saving of human muscular effort which has 
been rendered possible by improvements in 
machinery introduced on the drainage 
canal has attracted the attention of the 


men who are at the head of the Nicaragua 


enterprise: For some months past they 
have had engineering experts watching the 
work between Chicago and Joliet with an 
eye to achieving a good profit on a work in 
which a total of some nine million dollars 
has been sunk up to date, which there was 
little hope of recovering except by the intro- 
duction of new labor-saving processes. In 
the light of knowledge gained by watching 
operations along the route of the drainage 
channel they figured it out that between 
seventy and cighty million dollars would 
suffice them. They took their plans to Lon- 
don and have met financiers there who are 
said to have signified a willingness to fur- 
nish the money. It is said that no further 
effort will be made fo obtain financial as- 
sistance from our government, and the 
charter granted to the Nicaragua Maritime 
Canal company by Congress will be aban- 
doned if it is thought such a course would 
avoid embarrussment to the promoters of 
the enterprise. They do not anticipate any 
grave diplomatic complications, holding 
that they have a perfect right to invest 
their capital in the movement as a private 
enterprise to any extent they may deem 
advisable. 

It is probable, however, that this scheme 
will not take formal shape till after Presi- 
dent Cleveland had delivered his forthcom- 
ing message, if at all. Mr. Cleveland has 
in hand the report by the recently returned 
United States Commission, and it is said he 
is using it in connection with his work on 
the message. It is known that the com- 
mission has reported favorably from an en- 
gineering standpoint, butitisthought that at 
least some of its members doubt if the work 
would be worth its cost, which is estimated 
to be several millions in excess of the offi- 
cially named 110 millions, but it is possible 
the commission did not figure on the use of 
the economical processes that have been 
employed with an immense saving near this 
city. . The commission proposes a route 173 
miles long, this being three or four miles 
longer than the route proposed by the com- 
pany, and perhaps its plan contemplates a 


deeper channel, larger docks, and generally 


better navigation. It inclwles not far from 
100 miles along the San Juan River from 
Greytown to Lake Nicaragua. The river 
will require some excavation and a great 
deal of dredging. Across the lake from the 
San Juan outlet to the mouth of the Lajas 
is 56% miles. The lake is as easily navi- 
gated as is Lake Michigan, but some dredg- 
ing will be required on the west coast, which 
is shoal for a distance of about 1,400 feet. 
From that point to Brito, the Pacific ter- 
minus of the canal, is a little more than 17 
miles. 

There will be a large overflow of water to 
be provided for by dams, but this will be 
available for the furnishing of power for 
numerous purposes, including artificial 
lighting. There is a great quantity of exca- 
vating to be done between the lake and the 
Pacific, but the channel hardly needs to be 
wider than our own drainage ditch, and the 
total of heavy work required along the en- 
tire route is net much if any more than that 
undertaken for the construction of our 
channel, though the lockage will have to be 
great, the lake being some 108 feet above 
the ocean level. All these things, however, 
are merely matters of time and money, the 
route being entirely practicable, and it is 
probable that the expenditure of a sum not 
exceeding that named by the Chicago con- 
tractors, which is understood to be 25 per 
cent less than was expected by the President 
of the company, will result in the construe 
tion of a channel much larger and better 
than the far-famed Suez Canal, and with 


nothing like the danger which menaces that 


route from closing by the shifting sands of 
the desert region on the dividing line be- 
tween Africa and Asia.

OLD EMOTIONS WERE REVIVED. 


Meeting of Cleveland and Whitney at 
the Whitney-Paget Wedding. 
There was an incident at the Paget-Whit- 
ney wedding which was not observed by 
the specialty reporters—or, if observed, was 
not thought worth recording. President 
Cleveland had not seen Mr. Whitney since 
the latter’s return from Europe, but they 
are very warm friends. A few years ago 
one felt that he was greatly indebted to the 
other. Today the position is reversed, and 
the other now says that he is under great 
obligations to his former beneficiary. But 
they are fond of one ahother quite aside 
from those obligations which have been the 
outgrowth of intense mutual admiration. 
When the President came to the wedding 
with Mrs. Cleveland and the rest of his 
party he was shown to the front pew and 
the ladies went into the pew behind him. 
Secretaries Lamont. and Herbert sat across 
the aisle behind Gov. Morton, the possessor 
of the secret of renewed youth, who is sud- 
denly become one of the most active and 
gay among the young gallants of the town. 
Presently Mr. Whitney came up the aisle 
and handed over to her manly captor the 
precious daughter whose marriage further 
narrows his. most intimate circle. Having 
parted from her at the altar, he turned and 
went to the President's side, and the two 
men greeted one another with very marked 
warmth—with such warmth as caused won- 
der to glisten in every eye that saw it. But 
the eyes of the two noted men saw very 
little. They were clouded and dampened. 
It was not meet that any reporter should 
dwell upon that glad occasion on the 
thoughts that surged into the President's 
mind or into the mysterious element whose 
contagion caught the ex-Secretary of the 
Navy and softened him also for the moment. 
It is enough to know that the President has 
been a privileged member of Mr. Whit- 
ney’s household in years gone by. Time and 
events had separated the families, but rec- 
ollection swept the past forward for just 
an instant when the two hands clasped in 
that pew on Tuesday, and the two pairs of 
eyes became telltales of @ tender emotion.

The stranger is invited to “off saddle.“ 
If he accepts the boy“ performs the duty 
and takes charge of the horse. The stranger 
enters the tent, shakes hands with all the 
family presenf, commencing, of course, with 
the mother. He tells his name, where he 
comes from, where he is Foing, and why. 
He is served with coffee and is offered sugar 
and milk with it. As for Mrs. Van Armode, 
neither she nor her children could ever en- 
dure those things in their coffee. Of course 
she always keeps plenty on hand for visit- 
So she tells the stranger. 
She does not tell him that the children’s 
coffee and her own happens just then to be 
made of burnt Indian corn. regrets she 
cannot—O, how great is her regret that she 
cannot ask the stranger to remain for din- 
ner, or whichever meal is next in order, on 
account of the sheep being so far away in

O they belong to a trek 
Boer (a farmer journeying with all his stock, 
etc., from one place to another) who lost 
them in the veldt a few days ago. Her boys 
found them, and are taking charge of them 
till the trek Boer sends for them.“ 

She is sorry she cannot offer the stranger 
any bread, because she had not been able 
to make any for a week past on account of 
“Sixpence” (the black boy) stealing the 
sour dough and giving it to a lazy Hotten- 
tot who came along and told “Sixpence” 
that he was of hunger dead. Didn't she 
pay “Sixpence” for it! He wouldn't forget 
the “hardslaan” [great beating] she gave him 
for a long time. As for the Hottentot thief, 
had she caught him she “would have him 
dead made.“ 

Mother,“ laughingly says 8-year-old Su- 
sanna Hermenia Isabella Sarah Wilhelmina 
Van Armode— mother,“ she says, as the 
stranger rides away, why did you lie so to 
that man about the coffee and sour dough 
and the bread and the sheep?“ Loop spiel 
dochertje““ (go play, little daughter), an- 
swers the mother, and then sits down and 
explains to the assembled children that she 
knows the family of the stranger—rich peo- 
ple—and he will not be able to say, wherever 
he goes, home or elsewhere, that he found the 
vrow and family of Willem Hendrick Her- 
manus Tobias Gabrielle Van Armode in need 
in the veldt. Her face brightens as she 
thinks of this, and she is in exceedingly 
cheerful mood for a week after. 


Storm’s Fury but Little Heeded, 

About 4 in the afternoon great black clouds 
gather overhead. Hastily she dispatches 
“Sixpence” to bring the boys and the little 
Hock of sheep and goats. While he is gone 
the thunder becomes terrible, the forked 
lightening appalling. The wind increased to 
a gale, hailstones larger than marbles fall 
furiously. Before she can place the younger 
children in safety in the wagon, not only is 
the tent swept off, but the tent which covers 
the wagon follows it. Little she regards the 
loss. Indeed, she hardly notices it. She is 
too busy piling skins and other things on 
the little ones to protect them from the piti- 
less hail, while her heart—she feels as if a 
knife had pierced it—is in a tremor of an- 
guish at the thought of her two boys, 
Dantje and Jan“ being out in the storm. 
She sits as if changed into stone, gazing in 
the direction they are. She heeds neither 
the wind, t lightning, nor the heavy hail- 
stones. SheW@#nows that the boys have stuck 
their heads under a sheep or goat, but oh! 
their poor little bodies! ‘‘Heavenly Father, 
shield them from the lightning!“ she sud- 
dely yells out like a woman demented, and as 
the little ones in the wagon start up terrified, 
she laughs and tells them it is nothing: their 
Father in heaven will guard them all. Be 
still, it will soon be over.“ They hear only 
the sound of her voice, not what she says, 
but they are satisfied and feel safe, so that 
she is near. 

In an hour or less the storm has swept 
past or has spent itself. The boys and Six- 
pence“ and the sheep and goats arrive safely 
a little later. Only the big chest stands 
where the tent was. Everything is wet, and 
for the next hour the ground around will re- 
main a sand or mud puddle. The poor wom- 
an and “Sixpence’’ manage, nevertheless, to 
get some milk for the children, and she 
makes them as comfortable as possible. 
Days are spent looking for the blown-away 
tents and other things. Perhaps they are 
never found. Perhaps they are. If the lat- 
ter, great is the family joy. Whether they 
are or not, when all is settled again and the 
children are speaking of the late terrible 
storm, their mother tells them with great 
gravity that the storm was nothing to the 
ones in which Boer women were killed by 
lightning or hail while the babies at their 
breasts escaped. Nor was it like the storm 
near Limpopo River, in which a whole fam- 
ily of sixteen was killed except the grand- 
mother, aged 78 years. The poor old lady 
had to return to her relatives 600 miles dis- 
tant, and the first white people she met was 
after nine days’ journey in an ox wagon. 


The Tragedy of the Storm. 

Then she tells the children awful and quite 
true tales of the terrible sufferings of Boer 
women and children in the various “‘treks’’ 
(pioneer parties) of the Boers throughout 
South Africa. She makes their blood run 
cold as she dilates on the horrors undergone 
by Boer women while assisting their hus- 
bands, fathers, sons, or brothers when en- 
gaged in Kaffirwarfare. Their cheeks man- 
tle with pride as she speaks of the crowning 
Boer victory of Majumba over the English. 
The children almost worship her as she quite 
truthfully tells them that it was the Boer 
women who compelled the Boer men to take 
up arms against England for independence. 
Thousands of the men were in doubt as to 
the wisdom or use of it. Defeat they expect- 
ed. An infinitesimal few of the women 
thought with them. The overwhelming ma- 
jority of Boer women thought otherwise, 
and at their wish the men marched to bat- 
tle. The South African republic is the re- 
sult, to the mortification of every Briton 
throughout South Africa, and greatly does 
> Boer woman, especially, glory in the 

act. 

Constantly she instills into the minds of 
sons that, beyond all question, one Boer is 
worthy twenty Englishmen on the battle- 
field. Compared with a Boer a “Redneck” 
[Englishman] is a very contemptible creat- 
ure, with all his book learning, good liv- 
ing, fine clothes, and heaps of cash, and 
ber sons look lovingly at her and praise her 
for her sentiments. 

Poor Mrs. Van Armode! A month after the 
terrible storm finds her and the children ab- 
solutely dependent for existence on the 
goat’s milk. Her “man” should have re- 
turned at least a fortnight before. It is 
like losing a limb to kill a sheep or goat, 
she feels, but she must. She has determined 
to send “Sixpence’’ to seek tidings of her 
husband. Sixpence is a boy“ about forty 
and is five feet eight. He must have food 
on the journey. His mistress gives him 
half of the slaughtered animal. He devours 
most of it at one meal before he starts and 
will depend for subsistence on other natives 
until his return. When that takes place he 
brings a letter from some white man writ- 
ten in Dutch or English, which he hands to 
Mrs. Van Armode. She has to take a jour- 
ney of many miles in the wagon with the 
children to get some one to read it to her. 

The absent ones could perhaps read it, 


but not herself nor the others of the family. 


When it is read to her she learns that hus- 
band and son were drowned by the sudden 
rising of a river they were crossing. Them- 


see more. A description of her agony and 
wailing is needless. One consolat 
has in her most nized moments—her late 
husband borrowed a rifie to take with him. 
She has his own yet. 

Back she brings her bereaved ones to the 
tent, if she has one; if not she has raised a 


mud hut of some sort. Soon her calamity 


is known in the district or tract of country 
in which she dwells. It is marvelous how 
fast news travels even in desert regions. 
Before long Mrs. Van Armode has as many 
cows, sheep, and goats as she can manage. 
They are not given to her for good. She has 
the use of their milk and half their increase 
for looking after them. 3 
Her Property and Her Qualities. 
In a few years she is again fairly prosper- 
ous, and, wishing to settle her children, she 
returns to civilized or semi-civilized parts. 
According to Dutch Reformed Church dis- 
cipline, before spinsters or bachelors can 
wed they must become members of the 
church. She therefore rents a farm, or 
even buys a piece of land, where all her 
children will be within church-going dis- 


' tance, learn the Heidelberg catechism thor- 


pole outside the tent, the jackals, or, maybe, | oughly, and become members of the church. 


Then come the woeoings,“ followed by the 
weddings. 

Mrs. Van Armode has just as much prop- 
erty as each of her children—not more and 
not less. As they get married each one re- 
ceives his or her portion. At her death all 
that she leaves is divided equally between 
them. 


At 50 or even 60 years of age Mrs, Van Ar- 


mode may—she very likely will—marry again. 
Whether or not, leave must be taken of her 
here, so far as she is personally concerned. 

She has served us as a model of a typical 
Roer woman. There are thousands of Boer 
women who have come through even great- 
er hardships, more perils, more sorrows. 
They are not much heard of, however. The 
Boer woman cannot Write,“ and her little 
world is very limited. 

The Boer woman is unlovable in appear- 
ance; graces and modern accomplishments 
are unknown to her. Handsome she is not, 
nor is her temper angelic. Her cooking 
would often kill an ostrich, and her voice is 
not attuned to harmony. All that, notwith- 
standing, the most kissed being on earth 
is the Boeravoman. From the cradle to the 


grave she is kissed—by great-grandfather | 


and great-grandmother, by her grandfather 
and grandmother; ef course she is kissed by 
her parents. She is kissed by her grand 
uncles and aunts, by her cousins, male and 
female, to the last degree of kinship. She 
is kissed by the relatives of the above and 
by their relatives. Her brothers and broth- 
ers-in-law, her sisters and sisters-in-law, 
and-all their children kiss her. So does her 
sweetheart and all her female friends and 
acquaintances. Her husband and children 
and all her relatives and female friends, re- 
siding long or short under her roof, kiss 
her repeatedly every day. 

Whether she and her husband are in good 
circumstances or not, he buys or selis noth- 
ing without asking her advice and abiding 
by it. He undertakes no work without her 
sanction. She commands her married son of 
50 in the same way that she did when he was 
5. He obeys and kisses her just as childlike. 
She calls her husband by his Christian name 
to her friends. To others she speaks of him 
as the baas.“ Ask her if he is her baas.“ 
„No,“ he is her “man.” “What white wom- 
an,“ she asks you, “ever had a master? Do 
you take me for a Kaffir woman?” 

The Boer woman could not conceive the 
idea of having a master. In poverty most 
dire she has had from infancy at least one 
black servant. Like her mothers before her 
she would see her daughters perish with 
hunger before she would allow them to go 
as domestic servants. They are in her eyes 
the equals of the most high-born dames in 
any land, and servants they shall never be. 


She detests the thought of her sons working 


for an employer, but often has to give way 
on that point.

Her intense pride and love of in- 
dependence make her appear so to the 
European lady cr gentleman who knows 
rothing of the conditions of life that have 
formed her customs and made her what she 
is at present. 

The Boer woman with her children would 
retire to the most arid desert of Africa and 
live on air sooner than dwell at ease and in 
luxury where she contrasted unfavorably 
with her neighbors. She scorns the slight- 
est patronage extended to her, no matter 
from whom. 

She has inherited an innate love of bright 
colors and beautiful things. When she 
cannot obtain these things she is content to 
wear the saddest-colored garments ang not 
be troubled at the most sordid and dreary 
surroundings. 

She rules her “ man” kind with a rod of 
iron. They do not know it, however, nor 
does she suspect it. All of them would take 
oath that the exact reverse was the case. 
Ask her to speak in church or ona platform 
anywhere and she would imagine you to be 
crazy. That is a man’s business,“ she 
would say. Nevertheless, Mrs. Boer would 
see to it that her man or son would say 
in church or on a platform just exactly 
what she wished said. Woman's rights as 
understood by the American woman would 
be utterly incomprehensible to the Boer 
woman, were they ever so clearly ex- 
plained. 

A few American women settled near Boer 
women would make of the latter the finest 
women in the world. The American gentle- 
women would show the Boer women that 
black or white servants are not indispensa- 
ble to a white woman’s dignity. By re- 
fraining from showing contempt for the 
Boer women, and by making advances to 
secure their friendship, the Americans 
would easily gain their confidence and teach 
these Boer women things that would be a 
benefit to all true women kind in South 
Africa. ä 

In this warm, sunshiny, fertile, and young 
South African Republic there are splendid 
openings for women with a little capital 
„ho understand dairying, gardening, fruit 
growing, or even farming on a small scale. 
Even now more than 85,000 000 worth of 
food is annually imported into this repub- 
lic of 150,000 white inhabitants. That could 
be prevented and as much more exported, 
and would be if the Boer women were in- 
structed aright. 

European male matrimonial prizes are 
many and valuable in the Transvaal, and 
the Boer women would be delighted to see 
American women secure most of them. By 
rature and habit English women are un- 
fitted to reach Boer men. American wom- 
en would succeed admirably. Will they try?

Spring Wheat Receipts Less than 
Those of Corresponding Day Last 
Year—Futures Kept Within a Nar- 


row Range—Trade 1 Local and 
 Professional—Wet Weather Lends 
Strength to Corn—No. 3 Yellow Corn 
Sells Higherghan November Opticon, 

It is singular that the complexion of the 
reports from the Northwest regarding the 
movement of spring wheat should complete- 
ly change from day to day, and that an an- 
nouncement of comparatively light receipts 
for a single day should bring a flood of pre- 
dictions that the delivery of grain will at 
once drop off, while an announcement of a 
large run of cars brings with it wholesale 
denials of disinclination of farmers to sell 
at present prices. On Friday Minneapolis 
and Duluth had small receipts and private 
wire houses had dispatches from spring 
wheat authorities of a character to en- 
courage short selling. Yesterday Minneap- 
olis and Duluth had only 785 cars, against 
1,081 the same day last week, and 927 the 
same day last year, and the tone of the dis- 
patches completely cha They told 
of lessened farmers’ deliveries and predicted 
rapid and prompt decrease in the movement, 
The Northwestern receipts for last week 
were 900 cars less than for the previous week 
and 2,100 cars less than for the week ending 
Nov. 9. While operators do not believe that 
the outlook can change entirely from day to 
day or even from week to week, re- 
ports regarding spring wheat deliv- 
cries helped prizes to some extent. There 
was little of real interest in the wheat mar- 
ket, a dull week being rounded out by a 
peculiar dull, short Saturday session. The 
opening was easy and showed concessicns in 
prices. December sold as low as 50c and May 
as low as 60\%c bid. There was some cover- 
ing early by Brosseau and other local shorts. 


Elevator People Changing Contracts. 

Elevator people had their brokers in the 
pit trying to change over wheat from De- 
cember to May at 4%c difference. There 
was but little business done over either the 
public or private wirés, and the moderate 
pit trade was principally by the elevator 
representatives and shorts and against daily 
and weekly puts. The trade is figuring on 
an increase in the visible of something like 
2,000,000 bu, and does not feel bearish over 
such a showing. The market recovered from 
the early decline an olosed with the latest 
aSked prices of Friday bid. Fluctuations 
were within a range of %c. Cables were 
generally easy. Liverpool was unchanged 
as to spot and 4d lower on deferred futures. 
Paris was higher on flour but off on wheat. 
Antwerp showed no change, while Berlin 
was off 4 mark. Farmers’ deliveries in 
Great Britain were 30,900 qrs, against 36,700 

rs last week, with the average price re- 

uced 6d per qr. Exports in wheat and 
flour were considerably less for the week 
than for those of the previous week or of 
the corresponding week last year. Local 
receipts were 250 cars, including 92 elevator 
transfers, against 226,000 bu withdrawn 
from store. Primary receipts were 1,026,000 
bu, while shipments were 802,000 bu. Clear- 
ances were equivalent to 442,000 bu. There 
was a good local demand for No. 2 red winter 
wheat, sales being figured as high as 70,000 


u. 

Corn ruled firm early on the wet weather 
and its possible interference with grading 
and movement, but eased off later in the day 
on liquidation. Receipts were less than ex- 
pected at 376 cars, against 257,000 bu taken 
out of store. Charters were made for 309,- 
000 bu. At the close November showed a 
net loss of he, while in December and May 
the last prices of Friday were asked. Nor- 
ton-Worthington were the best buyers of 
November corn, selling May against it. 
Liverpool was easy, as were outside domestic 
markets. 


No. 3 Corn in Good Demand. 


Samples were steady, with the market 
firm for No. 3 and especially for No. 8 yel- 
W. No. 3 yellow sold yesterday as high as 
STe. While the current month future only 
brought 27c. A lot of 50,000 bu of No. 3 
corn was sold for shipment. Oats were 
dull, both as regards the, cash market and 
futures. Receipts were 137 cars and samples 
were steady to unchanged. 

Provisions kept within the narrowest pos- 
sible range, showing a little inclination to 
advance early, out weakening before the 
close. Packers were moderate sellers and 
New York did some buying of lard. Re- 
ceipts of hogs for the week were 235,902, 
against 241,906 the same week last year. 
Yesterday receipts were 22,000, with 47,000 
expected on Monday. For next week 200,000 
hogs are looked for, as against 162,870 the 
1 week last year.

As a result of 
the recent changes of the horse car lines to elec- 
tric lines there has been an increase in the gross 
income and a decrease in the operating expenses. 
We have succeeded in adding at one end and in 
cutting off at the other end. 
condition. and we are already rece'ving the re- 
turn from the improvements that have been made. 
The increase in the traffic due to the use of elec- 
tricity is often surprising. For example, the 
traffic of the North State street line increased 25 
per cent after we began to use electricity, and 
some of the other lines have done nearly as well.

Next, the subject occurs in the romantic 
medieval tale of Hellas, the swan-knight. 
This is localized on the banks of the Rhine, 
where Duchess Beatrice of Cleve is on trial 
before the German King on a charge pre- 
ferred by a powerful knight, that she had 
removed her aged husband in order to wed 
a young knight. Recourse was had to the 
ordeal. At the last call of the herald’s horn 
a response was heard from afar. Sweet, 
weird harmonies rose from the majestic 
river, such as no human ear had ever heard. 
It was a swan that sang so strangely and it 
drew a richly decorated vessel, on which 
stood a knight in bright armor bearing a 
shield of white silver. The duel was fought, 
the accuser of the Duchess mortallv wound- 
ed, and before his death confessed his vil- 
lainy. The Duchess invited the stranger to 
her castle, where her young daughter wel- 
comed them, and ere long the Duchess 
blessed the union of the two lovers. The 
knight called himself ‘‘Helias’’ and lived 
long and happily with his wife. He had for- 
bidden her to ask him whence he came, yet 
this question did not let her rest, and one 
day as he was telling of the wonders of for- 
eign lands it escaped her. No sooner was 
the question asked than the swan and the 
skiff appeared, the stranger left his wife 
and never returned. 


Traces Found in Other Nations. 
‘Comparisons have been instituted between 
this story and myths of other Aryan tribes, 
as, the arrival of Odysseus at his home 
while asleep, on a ship coming from the 


‘land of the Phaiakians, the “dwellers in the 


land of mist, Nibelungs of the South,” after 
a long sojourn with Kalypso, whose name is 
the ‘‘concealer.”’ The name of Helias is 
connected with Hel,“ who in the earth con- 
ceals all life before and after death. Her 
name may be referred to Latin celo, pre- 
served in English conceal. According to 
popular belief in some Teutonic countries it 
is the swan that brings the souls of children 
to earth and carries away those who die in 
infancy. A belief in the Netherlands is that 
the souls of children come to earth on a ship 
from the kingdom of light above the clouds, 
the home of the elves of light, Norse 
“Ljosalfaheim,’”’ of Teutonic mythology. 
Perhaps the swan is a reminiscence of the 
swan-guiges of the Valkyries, who, accord- 
ing to the belief of our forefathers, carried 
the warriors slain in battle to the delights 
of Valhall, being, therefore, psychopomps 
and connecting this life with the hereafter. 


‘When traveling over the world they appear 


generally on horseback, but sometimes with 
the wings and guise of swans. 

When the subject appears next it has been 
used for a romance by Wolfram von 
Eschenbach, the mystical poet of the 
medieval classical period of German literat- 
ure. Helias has been changed to Lohen- 
grin, and the swan-knight is in the service 
of the Holy Grail. Christian influence is 
dominant. Lohengrin appears as the son of 
Parsifal and Konduiramur. His brother is 
Kardeiss, his sister Arihadale, who serves 
the Grail after the death of Repanse. The 
sacred sword of Amfortas has been forged 
anew and Lohengrin receives it when he is 
called to the world of men to battle for in- 
nocence and right. There is the charming 
incident of the dream of Elsa, to Whom a 

trange falcon brings a silver bell to be 
used in great distress. This bell calls 
Lohengrin to her assistance. 
Lohengrin kills Telramund. 

After the wedding the princes gather at 
Cologne to prepare for the war against the 
Magyars. There the gossip of the women 
induces Elsa to put to Lohengrin the fatal 
question of his name and descent and his 
departure follows. 

Conceptions of the Unseen World. 

Wagner adds the character of Ortrud and 
has Lohengrin spare the life of Telramund, 
thus gaining an antithesis to the sweet char- 
acter of Elsa by the Titanic opposition of the 
heathen sorceress. 


The older forms of the myth give some. 


idea of the conception of Teutonic heathen- 
dom about the unseen world and Hfe after 
death. The king is sent to them, manifest- 
ly, from heaven by Woden. The Anglo- 
Saxon genealogies generally enumerate that 
god among their ancestors, he being the 
supreme god and particularly the war god. 
Skyld-Helias-Lohengrin is an hypostasis of 
the supreme god, in whom that god became 
flesh. At his death he departs to the un- 
known land. The fact that neither his 
origin nor his destination is revealed gave 
rise, at a time when the ancient meaning was 
no longer felt, to the arbitrary prohibition 
on his part to ask him about his birth. The 
rich ship laden with treasures and sent out 
to sea is evidently an attempt to account for 
the usage in ancient Teutondom—notably 
among the Norse vikings—of thus honoring 
their chiefs. The dead must cross the ocean 
to the outside rim of the earth, then descend 
to the nether world, and, if found worthy 
to be the associates of the gods, they ride 
up on the bridge Bifröst to Asgard, the 
home of the gods. The ordeal is an ancient 
heathen usage. Duels were common. The 
Norsemen called them holmgang because 
they were generally fought on a holm or 


island. | 
Primitive Meaning of Nibelingen Story 
The Nibelungen subject must be treated 
with less attention to detail than Tann- 
hiiuser or Lohengrin, because it is too vast. 
It has for its background—though no longer 
clearly defined -but still imparting its 
grandeur and majesty—the great world- 
drama which distinguishes the faith of our 
fathers from all other religions. The tre- 
mendous drama of the origin of the world, 
the sin of the gods, their relentless enemies, 
and the destruction of the world is, per- 
haps, the most stupendous myth ever con- 
eived by man.

Brok 
kept working the bellows, although a fly 
sat on his hand and stung him that the 
blood trickled on the floor and he knew that 
it was Loke that sentit. Sindre pulled from 
the fire the boar Gullinburste, whose golden 
bristles shed daylight wherever he went. 
For the second gift he used gold and pro- 
duced the priceleis ring Draupnir, from 
which every ninth night dropped eight 
similar jewels. For the last he rolled a bar 
of iron into the fire. The torture of the fly 
became intolerable. It stung Brok in the 
eyelids, and while he stopped to brush it off 
the fire went out. Sindre, however, found 
that the only harm done was that the handle 
was a little short when he drew from the 
fire the great battle-hammer Mjolnir. Brok 
took the gifts to Asgard. He gave the ring 
to Odin, the boar to Frey. But the hammer 
he gave to Thor. Hurl it at the foe, it 
will never miss its mark and straight re- 
turn to the hand; no cunning work of 
dwarfs nor giant strength can harm the 
weapon,“ he explained. And the gods found 
judgment that Mjolnir was tHe noblest of 
all treasures. 

Why They Were Called Nibelungs. 

It was a deadly insult to the sons of Ivalde. 

They gave up their watch at the ever-cold 
rivers against giant-land, and after a battle 
with the gods, in which Eigel proved him- 
self the greatest archer, they withdrew to 
the Wolfdales in the Myrkwood or Ironwood, 
far to the north in Nifiheim. Therethey sat 
and brooded revenge. There Volund smithied 
the great sword of victory, which, later, in 
battle cleft the hammer of Thor, and to gain 
which the gods received Svipdag, one of the 
hostile race, a son of Eigel, in their Asgard, 
giving him Freya to wife, because he car- 
ried that sword. But Freya gave it away 
to the giantess, whose daughter Gerd he 
loved too well to be wise, and thus the 
sword returned to the enemies of the gods, 
reaching the hands of Ivalde, and, at last, 
of Surtr the Swarthy, who uses it in the last 
great battle When the gods shall die. Thus 
Volund proved that he was indeed the great- 
er artist. He also had a wonderful ring, 
which produced wealth without limit. This 
ring Was strung, with 700 other rings, on a 
string called a serpent. So came the idea 
that the Niflung hoard was guarded by a 
dragon. When the friends of the gods sur- 
prised and bound Volund and took the ring, 
it carried with it the curse of this fallen 
Lucifer of Teutonic mythology, the great- 
est of the Nibelungs, the prototype of the 
dwarf Alberich of Wagner’s trilogy. It 
represented the powers of life and growth 
in nature like its first owner, and, like him, 
it was hostile to the gods. 
/ Another cause which increased the hostil- 
rity between the gods and the Ivalde race 
was the mead called Odrörir, the Soma of 
the Vedas, the life-giving fluid from the sa- 
cred wells in the nether world. Ivalde se- 
cured it by slaying the moon ged Gevar, and 
fied to the sons of Muspel. Here he wins 
the maid Gunlad. On the wedding day 
Odin arrives under an assumed guise. He 
kills Ivaide outside of the house, unknown 
to the wedding party, then goes in, takes 
the bridegroom's place, remains for three 
days with the bride, and in that time drinks 
up all the sacred liquid, which he then car- 
ries off to Asgard on eagle's pinions. This 
is the form of the myth according to recent 
research. 

In the meantime Loke. originally Woden’s 
blood-brother, plots against the gods, and 
with Angurboda or Gullveig produces three 
monsters: Hel, the ruler of the infernal re- 
gions; the Midgard serpent, which, lying at 
the bottom of the ocean, encircles the 
earth; and Fenrir, the wolf of destruction. 
The serpent shall in the last great battle 
destroy the thunderer Thor, while the wolf 
will swallow the father of the gods, Woden, 
Loke also has Volund smithy from the mis- 
tletoe the fatal dart which kills Balder, the 
god of light and purity. Volund is the Way- 
land Smith of medieval folklore. 


Twilight of the Gods. 

The death of Balder is the gravest sign of 
the coming of the destruction of the world, 
the Twilight of the Gods, Götterdämerung. 
Norse Ragnarök.“ An Anglo-Saxon poem 
of the Christian time treating of the day 
of judgment has the title “ Ragna Ravk.’’ 
When this time comes the bonds of human 
society are burst asunder, murder stalks 
over the earth, bodies lie unburied, and from 
their nails the ship Naglfar is built, on 


and disease eat up the race of men. 
comes the last great battle. 
of the seeress: 

“From the east rides the giant bearing 
his shield. The world-girding worm — 
in giant wrath. Billows thunder, eagles 
scream, rending bodies with death-pale 
beak. Naglfar is freed from the moorings. 

“The world-tree quivers, yet stands fast. 
Its high head rustles till Loke is loose. 
Wildly wails the dog in the Gnipa cave. 
The bonds are burst, the wolf is free. 

“From eastward comes the ship through 
the sea. The hosts of Muspel come over the 
main. Loke steers the foaming keel. All 
the grim wolves of Freke's brood are on 
the way with the storm’s brother. 

“Black wanes the-sun. In the waves 
sinks the earth. From the heaven shall fall 
the friendly stars. Red fire rustles about 
the world-tree. High heat licks the light- 
less Skies.“ 

The great cosmic tragedy, of which a few 
features have been given, finds expression 
also in the heroic myths. The heroes are 
here, as elsewhere, representatives of gods, 
who often appear as their parents, instruct- 
ors, or protectors. 


Heroic Legends of the World-Drama. 
The two principal races of heroes are the 
Volsungs, representing the Asas, and the 
Nibelungs, representing the Ivalde sons. 
The tales of their wars are numerous. They 
appear again and again under different 
names. Halfdan Borgarson, 
Helge Hiorwardson, Helge Hundingsbana, 
Volsung, Sigmund, Sinfiotli, Sigurd, and 
Siegfried, ali on the Volsung or Asa side, 
against Svipdag, Other, Hodbrod, Hogni, 
ding Giuke, Gunnar, Gibich, and 
others on the side of the Nibelungs or 
Ivaide sons. There is much confusion in 
these myths, which are transmitted in 
many different places and generally local- 
ized or attached to certain popular heroes. 
To the Saxon branch it is, perhaps, most in- 
teresting that Slagfin, the brother of Vo- 
lund, has been identified with the Anglo- 
Saxon tribal demigod Hengest, who thus 
becomes a Nibelung, and is mytholog- 
ically the same as Gjuke, the father of the 
brothers whose sister Siegfried marries, 
and who afterward murder him. 

The Volsungs all marry Valkyries, 
Shieldmays of Odin, appearing under dif- 
ferent names, the best known being Sigrun 
and Brynhild, wives to Helge and Sigurd 
or Siegfried. The Valkyries, perhaps, orig- 
inally, in a physical interpretation, the 
clouds like Urvasi and the Apsarsas in East- 
Indian mythology, become the most charn:- 
ing conception in Teutonic mythology and 
one of the finest in any of the relig-

holy waters fell from the heavenly mount- 
ains. Then was the mighty Helge born by 
Borghild in Bralund. 

“It was night. Norns came, they who did 
shape the fate of the edeling. They gave 
him to be the best among Budlungs and 
most famed among princes. 

“With all their might the threads of fate 
they twisted when Borgar settled in Bra- 
lund. Of gold they made the warp of the 
web and fastened it directly beneath the 
halls of the moon. 

In the east and west they hid the ends. 
There’ between the chief should rule. Ths 
chief Norn northward sent one thread anf 
bade it hold forever. : 

“One cause there was of dread to the 
Ingling, and also for her who bore the loved 
one. Hungry cawed raven to raven in the 
high tree, ‘Hear what I know. In coat of 
mail stands Sigmund’s son, one day old; 
now the day is come. Sharp eyes of the 
Hildings has he, and the wolves’ friend 
he becomes, We shall thrive.’ ”’ 

The myth then tells at length that Helge 
grew up so strong that at the age of 15 he 
went at the head of a iarge army to re- 
venge the death of his father on the war- 
like race of Hunding. He slew Hunding 
himself and all his sons save one. Valkyries 
hovered over him in battle. Resting from 
the bloody work after the fight the King 
was acceptew by one of the beautiful shield- 
mays, who demanded his help against Hod- 
brod, for her father Granmar had prom- 
ised her to that warrior to wife. And on the 
field of battle Helge, the king, and Sigrun, 
the valkyrie, plighted their faith. The king 
gathered a great army and the ships sped 
over the Sea toward Frekastene. A storm 
arose, and so loud was the roaring of the 
billows, as though they would shatter a 
mountain. Ran, the mistress of the sea. 
reached over the prow of Helge's ship an, 
sought to draw it down to her dwelling in 
the depth. But again the valkyrie appeared 
and boldly wrested the hand of Ran from 
the ship and by her magic calnfed the wa- 
ters. When the fleet arrived at Frekastene 
there was a fierce battle, and when Helge 
had won the day none of Granmar’s race 
had escaped but one son, Dag. Sigrun came 
to meet Helge on the field of battle. “Now 
have the Norns slain all my kin. O, that 1 
could recall to life those who lie here slain 
and then forever rest in my hero’s arms.“ 

Curse of the Ring of the Nibelung. 

Helge and Sigrun lived together many 
years. But Dag won the favor of Odin and 
found a spear which he knew was sent by 
the god. He met Helge and in the fight the 
spear of the god broke the sword of the 
king and found his heart. Great was Sig- 
run’s sorrow and her tears flowed inces- 
santly. But on the third night the mail 
who held watch at the mound where the 
king lay buried came to the queen and said 
that Helge had returned and bid her come 
to still the burning wound. And Sigrun 
would not let Helge depart again. But he 
said: “It is your grief that calls me from 
the halls of Odin. Your tears fall upon my 
breast and sink into my heart like ice. Do 
not grieve, for we shall meet again, and then 
never part more.” And Sigrun remained in 
the clasp of the dead hero till morning. 
She died soon after with grief. 

As the recollection of the original mean- 
ing of these myths faded from the popular 
mind, the Niflung or Nibelungen hoard 
containing Volund’s magic ring became the 
center of the eye the mere formal curse 
attaching to the ring Andvaranaut took the 
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pears under that name as the husband of 
Freya. 


Tatner, the Dragoon, and His Death. 


In the mythology Heimdal, the “white 
Asa,” a god of light, appears as the founder 
of the race which afterwards became one 
with the Volsungs. Hence it was natural 
that the fight with a dragon should be in- 
troduced into the myth. It is the typical 
form of describing mythologically the bat- 
tles of light and darkness, Volsungs and 
Nibelungs. Many incongruities, however, 
have crept into the story since it left the 
realm of mythology and became folklore. 
For instance, the union of Siegfried with 
the Giukungs Gunner and Hagen, who were 
Nibelungs. The Siegfried story is the most 
recent form of the great cosmic drama 
transferred into the borderland between 
the actual and the mythical—i. e., the land 
of heroes or demigods. Wagner gleaned 
his material from all the various forms of 
the myth, without regard to time or place 
of composition. 

Wotan, All-Father and Lord of War. 

Wotan-Woden-Odin, the supreme god, ‘ 
from whose name our modern word God“ 
is probably derived, appears in Wagner as 
the god of war and storm, but also as the 
one who alone of the gods ows the secrets 
of the world, is the ruler of the world with- 
in the limitations of the nature of his office, 
the personification of strength, dignity, 
intelligence, courage, tempered with phi- 
losophy. His name means “breath,” or 
wind,“ and, as in other Aryan languages, 
that term stands for the highest spiritual 
element. In the most ancient physical con- 
ception he is the storm-wind, and in his 
furious train, the Wild Hunt, he carries off 
the spirits of the dead. In the higher sense 
he is the god of war, he ideal of the martial 
Teuton, with helmet of gold and his magic 
spear, Gungnir, with which he decides the 
fate of battle. The Valkyries select the 
champions who are worthy of his company, 
and who are en to his great dwelling in 
Valhall to fight for him in the last great 
battle. Still higher, Wotan is the repre- 
sentative of the moral order of the world 
and the intellectual in man. The mythol- 
ogy knows of many journeys which he un- 
dertook in quest of knowledge, how he 
wagered his head in such a contest, and 
gave one eye in exchange for a draught 
from the well of primordial wisdom. Later 
skalds identified him with the Allfather, 
who was before the gods were and who 
shall come again after the destruction of 
the world, the Mighty One from on high,” 
of whom the seeress tells in the Edda, who 
shall settle all questions and forever shall 
last what he ordains.”’

— 1 are usually found associated 
with gold in geological: formations. Such 
being the case, it seems remarkable that in 
only one instance has the precious metal 
and the most precious of minerals been 
known to be combined. In 1885 a diamond 
was dug up in.one of the South African 
mines which was a gem of small value 
though of considerable size. It was gray, 
opaque, and flawed. But actually in the 
substance of the crystal were included sev- 
eral grains of gold—drawn into it, as it were, 
in the process of crystallization. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that dia- 
monds are the most precious of gems. In 
market value they are far surpassed by 
rubies. A four-carat ruby of true pigeon- 
b color is worth $9,000, while a fine white 
d ond of the same weight will sell for 
$1,000. Most of the rubies today come from 
Siam, but the finest are from Burmah. Of 
the latter the supply is very small, however, 
owing to the difficulties which attend min- 
ing in Burmah. 


count opened it was imagined that the

The gems are guarded by a deadly fever, 
from which no white man escapes. Only 
the natives can do the digging, and they 
steal the best stones, resorting to an incred- 
ible variety of devices, the least ingenious 
of which is to swallow them. 

In view of these facts, much interest at- 
taches to a statement soon to be published 
by the United States Geological Survey, to 
the effect that great deposits of rubies have 
been discovered recently in a valley in North 
Carolina. The valley is three miles long by 
half a mile wide, traversed by a stream. 
The gems are found in a layer of gravel 
from two to ten feet thick, and from threo 
to twenty feet below the surface of the 
ground, Exploration has proved that the

Mr. Kunz states that during the last few 
years the Indians on the Navajo reservations.

During the last 
twelve-month a valuable ledge of moss 
agate was discovered at Hartville, 100 miles 
north of Cheyenne, Wyo. It is six inches 
thick, five feet wide, and runs for a dis- 
tance ‘of half a mile. It was found by pros- 
vectors who were looking for copper. The 
material, as quarried in the crude, sells for 
a ton. It is not so many years since 
moss agate was considered a precious stone, 
being sold by the carat. It has only ceased 
to be so regarded because the finding of 
great deposits of it have made it a drug in 
the market.

ory of the last nineteen centuries and you 
will find that the heroic lives, the men that 
give romance talife and chivalry to ancient 
chronicles have been Christian in their faith, 
And the man who has stood to all English 
speaking people in this generation as the 
type of all that was heroic, chivalrous, and 
true, Gen. Gordon, was saturated with the 
spirit of Christ. 

How could it be otherwise? One cannot 
_ a page of the Gospel without recog- 

nizing in Jesus Christ the ideal of all true 
men, the consummation of all that is honor- 
able, pure, and courageous. He withstood 
alone the social and political compromisers 
of the day. He was chivalrous to woman 
not to some women, high-born and of equal 
rank, but to all women of all ranks and char- 
acter. He was so heroic that in the hour of 
death, though he saved others, he would not 
save himself. 

The need of society today is for young 
men, firm in character, true to their highest 
ideals, full of courage in meeting popular 
compromises in ‘society’ and politics, of 
heroic mold. Such characters are gained by 
catching. the spirit of Christ, by entering 
into the Christian faith, by religion. 

Our second point is that religion has its 
place in the life of a strong man in the 
development of character through a sense 
of gratitude. 

The popular idea of religion is that it is 
for men in need of help. . We are sick, and 
we pray for health; at sea and we ask for a 
safe voyage, in trouble and we go to God 
for help, in sin and we want forgiveness. 

Nov, there are many men, strong and self- 
reliant, who do not have this sense of need: 
they are vigorous and successful. But there 
is one emotion that once in a while comes 
sweeping over them, and that is a sense of 
gratitude. Somehow life has treated them 
well. God has been good. And, even though 
they will not bend the knee, they involun- 
tarily send up a word of thanksgiving for 
their health, their success, their blessings. 


Everything Lies in a Sacred Trust. 


Here you have the element of true religion. 
The sense of gratitude strikes the deepest 
springs of action. It is the sense of grati- 
tude to his country that prompts the patriot 
to give his life for her. 

Now, granted that a man have the realiza- 
tion of his strength and success, that he has 
also the sense of gratitude for them, how 
it must lift and enlarge his life. For, with 
the sense of obligation comes also the reali- 
zation of opportunity, that these gifts may 
be used in harmony with the spirit of the 
great giver. ‘“‘As thou hast blessed me, so 
may I bless others,“ is the man’s thought. 
With the gift has come the power of giving 
to others. Then, in time, the whole being, 
health, life, success, money, everything is 
found to be a sacred trust, to be enjoyed and 
to be used in blessing others as we have 
been blessed. 

There is much that is noble in patient 
suffering, admirable in misfortune bravely 
borne, but there is something no less noble 
and admirable in a man who has never 
known a pain or a misfortune, whose life 
has been one even course of success, and yet 
who is so deeply conscious of his blessings 
that his one aim is to live worthy of his suc- 
cess, and so to use his health, money, and 
brains as to show forth his praise, not only 
with his lips but in his life, 

How much nobler is the grateful gift of 
George Peabody in behalf of the poor of 
East London and of the Southern States, 
made in grateful joy in the midst of health, 
than the rich codicil of a man in behalf of 
some charity, wrung from him as a peace 
offering for his past sins. 

Society and our country ask for the grate- 
ful services of strong young men. In the re- 
ligious motive, gratitude to God, is found the 
inspiration for such service. 

What place has religion in the life of a 
yolng man, vigorous, self-reliant, and honor- 
able? It rouses in him the ideal and heroic 
Spirit; it dcepens and enriches his character, 
through a sense of gratitude and the spirit 
of grateful service.

Aside from the pathological view of the 
case, as a present compensation the girls’ 
clubs are a source of pleasure, comfort, and 
happiness.

The Beautiful Dining-Room. 

The Alpha club rooms at the noon hour 
have come to be one of the sights of the city 
for tourists. The dining-room is finished in 
light wood and has rows of big windows on 
two sides, letting in the light from the sky 
above and flooding the room with sunlight. 
Five hundred girls and women can find seats 
at the tables at one time. The club has a 
cosmopolitan membership consisting of pro- 
fessional women, doctors, lawyers, clerks, 
school teachers, and stenographers. They 
come in droves from 11 to 2 o’clock. Each 
girl seizes a plate as she enters and in long 
lines they file past the steam tables, getting 
each their favorite dish. Usually some one 
of a musical turn finds time to play a piano 
solo for the amusement of the others. Be- 
sides this a trio of musicians with violin and 


particularly suggestive of home life. The 
ceiling is low, and the old-fashioned win- 
dows are hung with bright-figured chintz. 
Old-fashioned lounges, deep, soft, and com- 
fortable, stand with their high backs against 
the wall. A long, low table in the center of 
the sitting-room is covered with the latest 
periodicals and magazines. The whole at- 
mosphere suggests involuntarily the family 
sitting-room at a big farmhouse. The ex- 
pansive stretch of cheerful carpet, the low 
ceiling, the old-fashioned furniture, the 
small windows, all contribute to the pleasing 
iiiusion. Rows of shelves are stocked with 
standard books, all well thumbed, from 
much reading. : 

The club was organized by and is run 
under the auspices of the Kirkland, a 
school for young ladies on the North Side. 
These with the Ursula girls hold the of- 
fices and manage the affairs of the club mut- 
ually. Much of the actual planning and 
many of the suggestions come from the 
active club members.

Just at this time Samuel Fillmore Bennett 
graduated from Ann Arbor, Mich., and be- 
gan a newspaper career at Elkhorn, Wis., 
on the Independent. J. P. Webster, the mu- 
sical composer, was living in the same town, 
and it was only a few months before the ed- 
itor and the musician were collaborating. 
The war intervened, and Lieut. Bennett of 
the Fortieth Wisconsin Volunteers returned 
to Elkhorn to open a drug store and resume 
his verse writing: He and Mr. Webster be- 
gan in 1867 to work on a Sunday-school song 
book called The Signet Ring,“ which was 
afterwards published by Lyon & Healy. 

This period of his life is the most precious 
of all his experiences to Dr. Bennett. Not 
long ago he told the whole story to an inter- 
ested group of listeners, his eyes filling with 
tears as he vindicated his friend from cal- 
umnies. 

“Currency has been given to the shameful 
story that Mr. Webster was drunk when he 
wrote the music, and another account has it 
that we were both drunk. I am thankful 
I am alive to do.justice to one of the 
noblest men that ever lived—a fine, sensi- 
tive soul, with the true artistic feeling. 
Again it has been said that we were both in- 
fidels and the song the ribald jest of a 
earouse. As to my religion, that is my own

New York Times: The experiments under 

the direction of. J. Woodbridge Davis and 

William A. Eddy, in which messenger buoys 

were to be propelled across the Kill von Kull 

by means of tailless kites, were successful, 
in spite of light winds and calms, Mr. Davis, 
the inventor of the buoys, was not present, 
owing to sickness, but the buoys were sent 

across the kills by Mr. Eddy. 8 
The first keeled buoy left the Bergen Point 

shore at 12:10 p. m. and reached the Staten 

Island Athletic club boathouse at 12:29, thus 

making the distance of half a mile in nine- 

teen minutes, with a very light wind from 
the north. 

For the second experiment, at 2 p. m., the 
wind had shifted to the southwest, so that 
the start was made from the Port Richmond 
side, with a projectilesghaped buoy having 
no keel. The wind was so light that the buoy 
was half an 7 5 in hing midstream, 
when it was W rawn. 

At the third experiment three tailless kites 
flying from one line were rowed across to

They appeared to be 
perfectly wild with delight, and as unlike 
what they had seemed twenty minutes be- 
fore as two scenes of a drama. 

A similar spirit was manifested among the 
entire body of troops. The Nez Perces over 
the divide” was the word that was passed 
quickly in low tones from mouth to mouth 
along the entire column. The command 
immediately took a trot, with an occasional 
canter, where the ground would admit of 
it, over the rolling prairie and the grass-cov- 
ered valleys. Rounding the northeast base 
of the Bear Paw Mountains, the distance 
that was supposed to be a few miles proved 
to be eight, and the disposition of the troops 
was made while they were at a trot or rapid 
walk, and the pace quickened to a gallop 
and charge as they neared the camp. 

Surrounding the Indian Camp. 

Orders were sent by Lieut. Baird of my 
staff to Capt. Tyler’s command (the Second 
Cavalry) to sweep around to the left and 
then down the valley and cut off if possible 
the herd of stock from the camp, in order, to 
use a familiar phrase, to set the Indians 
afoot.” The Seventh Cavalry was thrown 
in line of battle while moving at a gallop, the 
commanding officer, Capt. Hale, riding in 
advance. He presented the ideal picture of 
the cavalier, splendidly mounted on a spir- 
ited gray horse, and he wore a jaunty hat 
and a light cavalry short coat, while his 
whole uniform and equipment were in per- 
fect order. Inspiring his followers to cour- 
age by his own example and splendid hero- 
ism, with a smile upon his handsome face 
he dashed forward to the cruel death await- 


, 
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as I knew it must result in the loss of many 
valuable lives and possibly might end ina 
massacre. I therefore directed the men tu 
hold their ground, and then from a high 
point watched the fight going on farther 
down the valley. 

As the cavalry charged the camp a few 
of the warriors, including White Bird, ran 
out, secured their horses, and fled to the hills. 
As the battalion of the Second Cavalry 
swept down the valley the Indian herd be- 
came somewhat separated. Capt. Tyler 
captured some 300 of the ponies; Lieut. 
Jerome another large band, and Lieut. Mc- 
Clernand, who had swept on still further, 
finally secured upwards of 300 more three or 
four miles down the valley. While driving 
them back the small number of Indians who 
had escaped undertook to rescue the ani- 
mals and made several counter attacks, 
which were all successfully repelled by the 
judicious and brave action of McClernand 
and his men. The ponies were all finally 
gathered up in a secluded valley in the rear 
of the command and proved to be 800 in 
number. 

That afternoon our train came up under 
the escort of Capt. Brotherton and this es- 
cort, together with the Napoleon gun, was 
used in strengthening the line then encir- 
cling the Indian camp, making escape 
doubly difficult.

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ing him. The battalion of the Fifth In- 
fantry under Capt. Snyder was deployed in 
the same manner, a little in the rear of the 
Seventh Cavalry at first and finally éxtend- 
ing the line to the left, charging directly 
upon the camp, while the battalion of the 
Second Cavalry was sweeping the valley of 
the vast herd of 800 horses, mules, and 
ponies there grazing. This gallop forward 
preceding the charge was one of the most 
brilliant and inspiring sights I ever wit- 
nessed on any field. It was the crowning 
glory of our twelve days’ forced marching. 

The Nez Perces were quietly slumbering 
in their tents, evidently without a thought 
of danger, as they had sent out sceuts the 
day before to see if there were any troops in 
the vicinity, and the scouts had reported 
“none discovered,“ but that they had seen 
vast herds of buffalo, deer, elk, and ante- 
lope quietly grazing on the prairie undis- 
turbed, and no enemy in sight. When the 
charge was made the spirited horses of the 
Seventh Cavalry carried that battalion a 
little more rapidly over the plains than the 
Indian ponies of the mounted infantry, and 
it was expected to first strike the enemy 
with the Seventh Cavalry. The tramp of at 
least 600 horses over the prairie fairly shook 
the ground, and although a complete sur- 
prise to the Indians in the main, ft must 
have given them a few minutes’ notice, for 
as the troops charged against the village 
the Indians opened a hot fire upon them. 
This momentarily checked the advance of 
the Seventh Cavalry, which fell back, but 
only for a short distance, and was quickly 
rallied again and charged forward at a gal- 
lop, driving that portion of the ta of the 
Indians before them. 


A Deadly Fire. 


At the same time the battalion of. the 
Fifth Mounted Infantry under Capt. Snyder 
charged forward up the very edge of the val- 
ley in which the Indian camp was located, 
threw themselves upon the ground, holding 
the lariats of their ponies in their left hands, 
and opened a deadly fire with their long 
range rifles upon the enemy with telling et- 
feet. The tactics were somewhat in the In- 
dian fashion, but most effective, as they pre- 
sented a small target when lying or kneel- 
ing upon the ground, and their ponies were 
so accustomed to the din and noise of an 
Indian camp, the buffalo chase, and the 
Indian habits generally that they stood 
guietly behind their riders, many of them 
putting their heads down to nibble the green 
glass upon which they were standing. 
During the desperate fight the horses and 
ponies were of course expused. The in- 
fantrymen had become so attached to their 
strong and handsome ponies that when one 
was shot it was a real bereavement to his 
owner; and in more than one case it Was no- 
ticed that tears filled the eyes of the soldier 
as his favorite pony fell dead. 

Sergt. McHugh had galloped f ard with 
his Hotchkiss breech-loading „ keeping 
in line with the mounted . 
into action throwing shell into the camp with 
decided effect. The infantry swept around 
to the left to inclose that portion of the camp 
and force the Indians into a deep ravine. 
The battalion of the Second Cavalry had 
stampeded nearly every animal in the valley 
and portions of that command were used im- 
mediately in circling the camp in order to 
inclose it entirely.

Capts. Moylan and Godfrey, Lieut. Romeyn 
was also injured while leading a charge, 
together with thirty-eight soldiers. 
Prospect of Danger from Sitting Bull. 

The Indians occupied a crescent-shaped 
ravine, and it was apparent that their posi- 
tion could only be forced by a charge ora 
siege. The first could not be accomplished 
without too great a sacrifice, while the lat- 
ter, ir my judgment, would be almost sure 
to ‘result satisfactorily. My one concern, 
then, was whether the Sioux Indians, whom 
I knew to be encamped under. Sitting Bull 
north of the Canadian boundary line, some 
fifty miles distant, and to whom the few In- 
dians who had been able to escape from the 
village had fled, might net come to the as- 
sistance of the Nez Perces. During the last 
eight months numbers of disaffected Indians 
who had.been driven out of the Valley of the 
Yellowstone and its tributaries had sought 
refuge on Canadian soil and joined the large 
camp of Sitting Bull, thus greatly increasing 
his force. I afterwards learned, however, 
that when the Nez Perces’ messengers 
reached the camp of Sitting Bull, instead of 
coming to the assistance of the besieged, 
the whole camp, numbering between 1,000 
and 2,000 Indians, who evidently had not for- 
gotten their experiences during the autumn 
and winter, immediately moved forty miles 
farther back into the interior of the Cana- 
dian territory. But as I did not know this 
fact until several weeks later I was bound 
to make provision to meet this large body 
of Indians should they advance to the as- 
sistance of the Nez Perces. 

I therefore desired that the military au- 
thorities should have some intimation of my 
position, and to that end sent word to Gen. 
Terry, commanding the department, who 
was then at Fort Benton, nearly 100 miles to 
the west, apprising him of our movements

Wehad 
no interpreters who could Nez Perce 
well enough to be of any usé; some of the 
scouts could speak Chinook and they called 
out to the Indians to surrender. Joseph 
came up under @ flag of truce, and from him 
we learned that the principal chief, Looking 
Glass, and — other chiefs had been killed, 
besides a large number of others killed and 
wounded. Joseph was informed that they 
must surrender by bringing up their arms 
and laying them on the . They pre- 
tended to do so and brought up a few, which 
amounted to nothing, but hesitated greatly 
about surrendering the balance. 


The Indians Under Siege. 

While this was going oh I directed Lieut. 
Jerome to ascertain what they were doing in 
the village, supposing that he would go to 
the edge of the bluff and look down into the 
camp. But misunderstanding my instruc- 
tions, he went down into the ravine, where- 
upon he was seized and held until he was ex- 
changed for Chief Joseph, 

It continued to snow during the day, yet 
the siege was pressed continuously and a 
sharp lookout kept for any force that might 
come to the assistance of the Nez Perces. On 
the morning of the third day the ground was 
well covered with snow and the scouts re- 
ported a large body of black objects on the 
distant hills, moving in our direction. This 
occasioned much excitement among the 
troops, and every eye was turned to the 
north, whence it was feared that Sit- 
ting Bull's hostile Sioux ad possibly the As- 
sineboins and Gros Veritres (both of whom 
were known to be to the north of us) might 
be moving to the assistance of the Nez 
Perces. 

It had been reported that the moving 
column was a large body of Indians. Every 
officer’s field glass was turned in that direc- 
tion and as the long, dark column moved 
through the mist of light snow, slowly de- 
veloping its strength as it made its way 
towards us over the distant hills and rolling 
prairie, I watched it with very great anxiety. 
Considering our condition, the large herd of 
captured stock we were holding, and the 
hostile camp we were besieging, and the 
number of our wounded, such a formidable 
reinforcement would, of course, be a very 
sérious matter and the thoughts ran quickly 
through my mind as to the best dispositions 
to make in order to hold what we had gained 
and repel any effort, no matter how strong 
to rescue the besieged or overCome our small 
but very efficient force. We could use our 
artillery and quite a large portion of our 
troops against any additional enemy and 
still keep the fruits of victory already 
gained. The mysterious and apparently 
formidable force drew nearer, when some 
of the scouts on the extreme outposts shout- 
ed Buffalos!“ and it was a most gratifying 
ery. The relief occasioned by this announce- 
ment was like that afforded to the mariner 
by the appearance of a beacon light or like 
sunlight bursting through thé dark an! 
angry clouds of a storm. 

Chief Joseph’s Surrender. 

The snow and cold caused great suffering 
to our wounded, although they were made 
as comfortable as possible, and while the 
siege continued detachments were sent 
some five miles distant up into Bear’s Paw 
Mountains to get poles with which‘to make 
travois and strétthers, knowing that the 
wounded must soon be transported to the 
nearest hospital. 

On the evening of the 4th of October How- 
ard came up with an escort of twelve men, 
remaining in our camp over night, and was 
present next morning at the surrender of 
Chief Joseph and the entire Indian camp. 
As Chief Joseph was about to hand his rifle 
to me, he raised his eyes toward the sun 
which then stood at about 10 o’clock, and 
said: “From where the sun now stands, I 
fight no more against the white ma.“ From 
that time to this he has k his word. Those 
who surrendered: with hief Joseph and 
those taken outside the camp numbered 400. 
There were killed twenty-six in all, and 


the arms of the Indians, burying the dead 
and preparing the wounded for their long 
journey, occupied the entire day; but on the 
following morning we commenced our slow 
and difficult march back to the Missouri 
River, a distance of about sixty-five miles. 


READY FOR SKATING IN THE PARKS. 


Ice on the Lakes and Warming“ 
Houses Prepared for the Public. 
The heavy frost of the last few days put a 
strong coating of ice on the park lakes, and 
all over the city skates are apearing from 
their summer hiding places. 
Skating promises to be more popular the 


if one may judge from the preparations for 
the accommodation of skaters now under 
way all over the city. Last year the crowds 
using the ice in the various parks were enor- 
mous. 

Fifty thousand people are estimated to 

have enjoyed the two lakes in Lincoln Park 
during a single day in favorable weather. 
Besides these the ice in the lagoons along the 
lake shore was often black with skaters. In 
the West Park system from 40.000 to 50,000 
people a day were accommodated, the only 
limit being the number the ice would hold. 
In the South Parks the crowds were equally 
large, 12,000 to 18,000 skaters a day on the 
Washington Park lake alone being a-con- 
servative estimate. 
To handle these enormous crowds during 
the coming winter the managénients of the 
various parks are now making great prepa- 
rations. In Washington Park ten acres of 
ice will be kept in order for the skaters, and 
in Jackson Park about five,acres. 

The pavilions in the various ‘West Parks 
will be used during the coming winter as 
warming places for the skaters. At Gar- 
field, Union, Humboldt, and Douglas Parks 
arrangements are already made for sweeping 
and lighting the ice. Something like a total 
of thirty acres will be devoted to skating in 
the whole West Side system. 

Lincoln Park is behind the other parks in 
getting ready for the skating season. Work 
was not begun on the shelter houses until 
yesterday, and details of lighting and keep- 
ing the ice in shape aré not settled yet. Be- 
tween twenty and thirty acres will be de- 
voted to the public, exclusive of the lagoons, 
and by the time the ice is strong enough the 
Park Board expects to have as good accom- 
modations for the skaters as any park in

1893 Thanksgiving week witnessed a great 
turkey glut, and while most firms withstood 
the pressure the losses were tremendous, 
and more than one house in South Water 
street was out thousands of dollars because 
of the decline. Turkeys bought for 8 cents 
dropped to 4 and 5 cents a pound, and no 


| market. And every dealer had an oversup- 


ply. 

But last year. however, the opposite was 
true of the turkey market. There was an 
undue supply. The trade did not realize the 
situation until the day before Thanksgiving. 
Along in the afternoon 8-cent turkeys were 
selling for 9. In half an Hour the price was 
9%. At 2 o’clock 10 cents was asked and in, 
jess than twenty minutes customers were 
falling over one another to pay 11 cents for 
turkey meat. By 4 o’clock the price had 
shot up to 14 cents a pound und stacks were 
cleaned out. Small fortunes were made on 
turkeys in South Water street that day, 
limited only by the supply of turkeys. 

Oné commission firm in the street will sell 
enough Thanksgiving turkeys in a single 
day to supply an ordinary sized community 
a year. They buy turkeys by the trainload 
and sell them by the shipful. And carloads 
of bear and deer are frequently to be seen 
piled up in their store. 

This is only a sample of how Thanksgiving 
day dinners are handled in the rough in the 
place where human capacities are quickly 
estimated. Whether the weather is cold or 
not seems to make the difference in the de- 
mand, and the unusual frosts of this fall 
encourage firms in the street to believe there 
will be a great many turkeys wanted for this 
year’s celebration. 

Distributing Point for the Union. 

From ‘the large commission houses in 
South Water street the materials for Thanks- 
giving celebration go directly to the large 
wholesale houses in the various cities of 
the Union. The wholesale houses in turn 
supply the retail markets, whose wagons, 
going from house to house, take to the sepa- 
rate families their choices of Thanksgiving 
provender. By the workings of this enor- 
mous system of distribution a turkey may 
sometimes travel a long way from his native 
barnyard to his final place of dissolution at 
the family board. He may be raised in Mis- 
sissippi and eaten in New England, or he may 
grow to maturity in Southern Missouri, be 
shipped to Chicago and back, and finally 
accomplish his mission in death at some ta- 
Ale in St. Louis. 

It is a tremendous scheme of work which 
makes the national Thanksgiving dinner 
possible. It has grown with the country, 
and year by year is becoming more im-
